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THE LOCAL SUCCESSES. 

SEASON THREAT ENS TO BREAK RECORDS. 

NEW YORKERS BACK TO THEATREGOING HABIT. 



That the war in Europe has ceased to have 
a potential influence upon the local theatre- 
going public is best seen by a visit to the 
\'arious playhouses in the metropolis. Not for 
many years have the local managers enjoyed 
having so many plays find public favor. 

Christmas night saw the closing of "Rolling 
Stones," after a run of nineteen weeks at the 
Harris Theatre. Of the remaining attractions 
running at the various houses, one closed its 
twenty-first week, two bad run for twenty 
weeks each, and one, eighteen weeks; one, 
seventeen: ont fifteen; three, thirteen; one, 
twelve; two, eleven, and two, ten. In other 
words, Santa^ Claus brought to the managers 
of fourteen difiFerent houses in New York, suc- 
cesses, the shortest stay of which was ten 
weeks. 

Taken from any angle, this is most remark- 
able, and it is doubtful if it has ever been 
equaled. 

Besides these long runs above enumerated, 
there were seven other productions with runs 
ranging from four to eight weeks, all of which 
seem to have taken such a firm hold on the 
public that long engagements will be their 
reward. 

This is a most happy condition to report of 
the local stage, and there is little question that 
this metropolitan prosperity will soon make its 
influence lelt, that the wave-rings of success 
will spread out with ever increasing radium 
and the apathy which marked our public feel- 
ing a few months back be buried so deep in 
oblivion that it will have passed from memory. 

With such attractions as "Hit-the-Trail Hol- 
Kday," R H. Sotbem, in repertoire; "The 
Boomerang," "Hobson's Choice," "The Blue 
Paradise," "The House of Glass," "The Prin- 
cess Pat," "Fair and Warmer," Julia Arthur, in 
"The Eternal Magdalene;" "Sadie Love," 
"Hip-Hip-Hooray," Ethel Barrymore, in "Our 
Mrs. McChesney;" "Abe and Mawruss," Leo 
Ditrichstein, in "The Great Lover;" Lou-Tel- 
legan, in "The Ware Case;" "Around the 
Map," Grace George, with her superlatively 
good stock company; "Treasure Island," John 
Mason and Jane Cowl, in "Common Clay;" 
"Alone At Last," "The Unchastened Woman," 
"Under Fire" and "A Worid of Pleasure" as 
standbys. New Yorkers are well supplied with 
shows. Of these only one, "Under Fire," is 
announced to close, and it makes way on Jan. 
3 (with a run of twenty-two weeks to its 
credit) for "Bunny." 

There is another fact which should prove 
pleasing to theatrical managers in general, viz. ; 
The success which has attended Grace George's 
experiment in giving New York a stock com- 
pany made up of Broadway favorites. 

Perhaps in reviewing this list of successes 
there may be those who will say "these pro- 
ductions could not help but succeed because of 
their merit," but this is not the sole reason. 

DIVIDEND FOR CREDITORS. 

A first dividend of fifty per cent will be de- 
clared among preferred creditors of Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West & Pawnee Bill's Great Far 
East, bankrupts, on Jan.' s, 1916. Samuel D. 
Ohphant is the referee. 



Of course, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the plays must be meritorious or they would 
not. succeed, and therefore that they have suc- 
ceeded is convincing argument that they are 
good.' But this is not the real, the vital reason, 
for the success of so many productions in New 
York this season. 

The real reason is that we have changed, or 
are rapidly changing, back to our normal 
selves. _ The reaction has set in, and that 
apathetic condition which was our lot for the 
early months of the European war is taking 
its Jeave. Not because our feelings have 
changed as to the horrors of the conflict, but 
because those feelings so changed us that sub- 
conciously our natures demanded a relief from 
the strain put upon them, and as we are quicker 
to respond to a sub-conscious appeal than to a 
conscious one, we have let the trend guide us 
to relaxation, and the theatre offers the best 
of all relaxations. 

The same psychic force which brought us to 
the realization that our panicky state was due 
to a mental process rather than a physical con- 
dition, reminded us that if we are to live 
healthy and useful lives we must leaven our 
labors with recreation. 

With all the good things now being shown 
on our boards and the many promised before 
the end of the season, it is fair to presume 
that good attendance will continue, and if it 
should the season of 1915-16 bids fair to stand 
out as the best in the history of New York 
theatricals. 



BERNHARDT NOT SERIOUSLY ILL. 

Paris, Dec 33. — ^The _ report from abroad 
that Sarah Bernhardt is seriously ill is a 
canard. Inquiry at the Sarah Bernlm.rdt The- 
atre elicited the statement that the greatest 
actress is in good health. 

Further inquiry, however, proved this to be 
not the exact truth, as she is suffering from a 
malady of the bones. 

In spite^ of this, Mme. Bernhardt has not 
entirely given up the idea of an American 
tour, although she is not overly optimistic of 
her being able to come over. 

Notwithstanding her present condition, she 
shows wonderful patience and unfailing good 
humor. She laughs and jokes, tells amusi:ig 
stories, and is the wit of any gathering about 
her. 

The recent diagnosis, showing that she has 
a malady of the bones, is expected to give rise 
to frequent reports that the disease has reached 
a crisis or that she is dying. 

SAILED FOK MAMllA. 

Ralph Hankinson, accompanied by Milton 
Fuerst, manager, and his original Auto Polo 
teams, sailed Dec 20 on the steamshjp Hawaii 
Maru for Manila, where they play nine games 
under the auspices of the Philippine Govern- 
ment 

Arrangements have been made for eleven 
g;>mes in Australia. On the return trip to the 
United States games will be i>lay«d at Hong- 
kong, under the auspices of Sir George Hast- 
ing, then on to Yokohama, Tokio, Osaka and 
Honolulu. 

The teams will arrive in the United States 
to fill fair engagements June 3. 



ACTOR WINS LONG LEGAL BATTLE 

The long-fought case j>f King vs. Broad- 
hurst, which was once dismissed and then had 
a rehearing, ordered by the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court, was won by the 
actor, who is known on the stage as William 
Harcourt. He gets $3,600. 

According to Harcourfs (or Kind's) tes- 
timony, he was instrumental m bringing' "The 
Man of the Hour," a play by George Broad- 
hurst, to William Brady, who produced it 
The play, as everyone knows, was a great suc- 
cess, and Harcourt claims that Broadhurst 
never paid him anything for his good offices. 

He asked in his complaint for at least ten 
per cent of the royalties, claiming it was a 
well recognized custom in the theatrical pro- 
fession that an agent was to receive that 
amount for placing a play, and calling- no less 
authorities than Daniel Frohman, Augustus- 
Thomas, Joseph Brooks and others in sup- 
port of his assertion. 

On the other hand, the author, througb. 
Nathan Vidaver, his attorney, claimed that he. 
had promised Harcourt the leading role in his 
play in the event of a production, and nothing 
more, but that Brady had ideas of his own 
and declined to give Harcourt the lead. 

The jury, after considerable discussion, fixed 
$3,000 as the "reasonable value" of Mr. Har- 
court's services, adding $600 for interest

A WORKING CARD FOR .tCTORS! 

At the first suggestion of requiring an actor to 
have a "working card" to permit him to follow hia 
vocation, a proooonced discord Jars the senal> 
biUtiea of most of us. But on mature reflection, 
when we have carefully considered the subject In 
all of its bearings, the necessity for it, its object 
and what It may accomplish for both tbe actor and 
the manager, tbe discord disappears as we reach 
the conclnslon that after all, it may be the means 
of eetabUahlng the amusement business on a har- 
monious foundation between actor and manager, 
unknown and undreamed of In the past 

There are many hardships which the actor is 
subjected te that nre unreasonable and unfair, be- 
cause they are inflicted upon him by a power that 
IS Stronger Chan he Is, and he is hrougbt face to 
face with the fact that he must "bear the Uls he 
his, or fly to others that he knows not. of." He 
IS often subjected to Indignities and humiliation 
by pompous booking agents and their underlings 
that are nnbearablo and unnecessary. He Is fre- 
ciuently treated In an overbearing manner by the 
boorish house manager. 

In booking his act he Is required to accept a 
contract that Is unfair, or go without an eogage- 
uioit Bven then, the contract has so many loop- 
holes that the manager can crawl through that It 
is Httle more than "a scrap of paper" as far aa 
the performer Is concerned. All of this Is wrong, 
and the actor as an individual Is powerless to 
resent It 

In combination with severs! thousand fellow 
workers. It is somewhat different; tbe actor can 
tben have his wrongs righted through the proper 
authority In bis organization. Here is where the 
"working card" comes in — when each member In 
good standing must aave a card all of his brethren 
In the pro.':seloc trr .-ccognlze him as one entitled 
to their frleEO.snip and support, and his grievances 
become theirs, if they are Just and proper. Tho 
working card will compel managers to give to pe^ 
formers a Jnst and equitable contract and make 
them conform to It, and will secure to the per- 
former that gentlemanly treatment to which he Is 
entitled. On the other side, tbe performer will be 
bound to fulfill every requirement of the contract 
relating to him or suffer tbe penalty of suspeoslon 
from Us organization. Without the working card 
there would be deceptions and evasions innumer- 
able, and great Injury might result to all parties 
concerned. 

All Honorable and fair minded people in the pro. 
fesslon — ^managers, perfotmera and agents — who 
really wont to do whsit 4s right, will recognize In 
this method a remedy for the many contentlans 
and Utter controversies which heretofore have 
been treated in on aiWtraiy manner.

The Appellate Division of the Supreme Coart, on 
Dec. 24, with a slight modification, affimred in 
Its entirety a Jadgment of the lower court, re- 
straining the General Film Comftany from nslng 
the title of "A Fool There Was" for a one reel 
■photoplay, although the subject matter of the pic- 
ture production was entirely dlssbnllar to that of 
the play. 

The only modification of the Judgment Is a strik- 
ing out of a provision that allowed ttap plaintiffs' 
counsel an extra allowance of $250 above their 
costs and disbarsments. 

On tbe ground that they were the sole and ex- 
clusive owners of "A Fool TTicrc Was," Klaw & 
E^rlanger and Robert HUUard began their aetlco, 
asserting the General Film Company had released 
a feature of similar name made by the Lnbln Com- 
pany. 

The question was merely one of an original pro- 
ducer's right to copyright and preserve a title. TSie 
defendants asserted they were not tnfrtngiog on 
Uie plaintiffs' rights, nor on their play, because of 
the wide diversity of the two subject matters. 

In an opinion written by Justice Platzek, how- 
ever, the Supreme Court held that Klaw & - Er- 
langer and HUllard were entitled to protect the 
play's name, as well as its subject matter, and tbe 
Appellate DIvlsdon has apparently settled the Issue 
once and Tor all.

It la a sore tblng thai Oswald Stoll will get the 
London Alhambra. When Alfred Batt Balled for 
the fltatn, he claimed tliat Ue bad a (dear nndcr- 
■tandtng WlQi Concanen, the Alhambra chairman, 
tttt the very large share capital which Concanca 
ccstrols sboald be trassferrel to the Hutt gronp, 
so tliat Bntt and hla friends might operate tlie 
Itonse. whldi no doabt they would have done, to 
the general advantage. He squealed badly, when 
be retained to the States, aod found that Stoll 
had bonght the Concanen shares and otiicrs, and 
Issued a letter attacking Concanen, which may 
escape the penalty of Ifbel, while the parties are 
so excited. Concanen Mys that Bntt Is qalte mls- 
tskesL Tbe arrangement had not passed the dls- 
ctudon stage when Bntt went away and left It. 
Hie Stoll offer wna more prompt and snbstantlaL 
so he took It. There have been two meetings of 
diareholdna, at which ell the parties have etatcd 
(belr cases, and ontUned their policies. But. as 
aomo one pointed out, there wu nothing for the 
shareholders to do, no sale of the concern for 
them to approve, or even consider. They have 
teem enlightened as to their posltlmt, which is 
ttad. and now they mast await the course of 
events. It is still open to Butt and his friends 
to go Into the market, and buy AEhambra shares, 
•od mortgage bonds — If they think they can get 
more than Stoll has, for he has bonght heavily 
and Is stlU buying, though there are many share- 
holders who are sitting tight In the belief that 
whether Stoll or Batt secures on eventnal election 
to the dominant directorshop. It t^Ul be fairly all 
right for them. Any drastic change in the man- 
agement of tile Alhambra. must be for the better 
of the- concern. 

Probahlr Edward Enohlauch was Induced by Fl- 
nero's exi>erience with. "The Big Drum" to write 
the laat scene of "Moose," which ensarea a happy 
ceding of the story, for Its two principal charac- 
ters. Bnt this scene spoils the play, and must 
just be <±opped off. If "Slonse" Is to succeed. 
No re-wrltlng is necessaiy. Two people who have 
been kept apart, are -eet free to marry. Tlie audl- 
esice knows that their marriage Is a sore thing. 
Bnt the dramatist sets them talking It ont In dr- 
cnmstance and detail. It Tvonld have been more 
decent to leave ns guessing and that Is a fact 

Why "Moose" shoold have been - prodoced on 
a Sunday night, by the Pioneer Players, I do not 
know. That distinction Is reserved (a) for 
naughty plays, (b) for plays which could not ap- 
pear to "commercially* mlhded" manners. Now, 
"Mouse" Is not a nanghty play, and* there Is no 
reason Why It should not be put* op at a regola- 
theatre, for a run, as an* ordinary, morney-maklng 
proposition. "Moose" Is a goremess-companlon, a 
beautiful woman, with two benevolent occupations. 
Helen Townsend devoted her money to the art 
edocatlon of her niece, Eisic, In Paris, and her 
time to tending the ilttlc Caughter of a dlstin- 
gulshed literary man, PattiRon Grey. Of coorae 
Helen was deeply In love with Grey, and every- 
one hoped they wxnild marry. Bot Grey soddeoiy 
announced his Intention of marrying Elsie TOwn- 
scnd, the erratic, temperamental, wholly onsoltable 
•rt student from Paris: It was as though a bomb 
had fallen cn the little co;nmcnlty. It was re- 
served for Helni to make the discovery that her 
niece bad had n. love aifolr, and was only marrying 
Grey because tbe expected a dilld. There Is a 
tense, unpleasant scene between the women. Bat 
at last the errant Elsie Is paired off with h^r 
nctnrai lover. The rest yoo may Imagine. 
"Mouse" uses some familiar material with effect, 
and should have a future, all right. 

We are to se« qnlte a lot of Shakespear.; In totm 
during the Christmas season. Mathescn Lang 
opened at the St. James' Theatre on Monday, with 
qntte a good rcpresentatloii of "The Merchant el 
Venice." His own Shylock la of .the picturesque. 
Oriental type. Then, F. B. Benson comes to tha 
outlying Court Theatre, ' with "A Mldsmnmer 
Nlghfs Dreaon." And at the Duke of Tork's, Mlsa 
Homlman will revive "A Comedy of Brrors," In 
association with an adaptation of Mollere'a "Les 
Fcomes Savastes," whjch Is to be called "Pha 
Blae Stocklsgs." None of these prodocUons are on 
a coaOy scale. The Idea Is, in fart, to work the 
edneational racket on schools and families, at re- 
duced prices, which has. b<MB found a very good 
gaaei 



"Samples," the new rcvae at the Flaybooset 
which la now ma hy Frank Cutzon and Andra 
Ctarlot, of thei Alhainbra, tat partnership, will 
need a vast deal of ImproTement if It la to be • 
popular succesa. Charlofs stragth Is in flndy 
Imagined; artistic scenes, ot which there are two — 
A fIoi«l background for a Honolola song; and a 
amUntly devised hall of white plRars, with a pur- 
ple landscape In the dlgtaoce. Bat, Chailol'a 
weakneaa la that he ends here. He Inspires no hu- 
mor, and Harry Grattan for once has clearly 
needed InsptraUon. Melvdlle <31deon sings and 
plays IndostTlousIy, and Bert Coote gets In a lot 
of characteristic work. But the revne leaves the 
fanpresalon of scraplness and Insipidity, which 
sihotlld tie got rid of at once.

STOLL ALHAMBRA DIIIECTOR. 
Events have marched at tbe Albambra Just as I 
told you in my last letter they would. There ban 
been no sale of the property, nor will there be; 
nor any deal between the corporation as such and 
Oawald StoU ; nor any formal approval or dis- 
approval of any scheme. Mr. StoU has simply 
secured a large ehare-bolding by individual pur- 
chase, and by virtue of this has been added to the 
board of directors, of which he instantly became 
chairman. Tbere you wUI find matters rest a 
whUe — no immediate change in tbe policy of the 
house. In February the annual meeting of tbe 
stockholders will take place, when the financial 
position of the company, which is not good, will be 
put before them, and it will be open to them to 
say all they think about tbings. But I ezi>ect It 
wUl be found that Stoll, who Is already In control, 
by simple, straightforward, legitimate purchase of 
the same, of a dominant block of shares, will be 
fonnd In tbe meantime to have greatly increased 
tals holding so as to carry all before blm. He will 
probably be appointed chairman and managing 
director with full powers, and may disclose his 
scheme of operation. I ebould say the Alhambra 
will. largely follow the plan of the Coliseum, which, 
of course, la only a hundred yards away. And, in 
fact, the shareholders of the Albambra will surely 
settle down contentedly under Stoll's rule, which 
will make them good money. Neither will the 
shareholders ,of the Coliseum have any kick — they 
win probably make haste to get on board the Al- 
hambra, for the business the Coliseum turns away 
most nlghta will easily put the Albambra to tbe 
good. 

ANNESLBT AND THE CRITICS. 

Horace Annesley Vachell Ik having a good laugh 
at the critics. Frederick Harrison, of the Hay- 
n.irket. Is a secretive manager, and never lets out 
anything about his productions till the lost minute. 
It is a fool way of doing business, and the Hay- 
market gets less publicity, accordingly, than, any 
house in London, except the St. Jamee', where the 
same mossbaok scheme prevails. Of Vachell's new 
play, no more was let out than that It was an 
adaptation of a novel by hlra Belloc Lowndes. 
But he would be a clever fellow who conld trace 
any resemblance- between "Who Is He?" Yachell's 
play, and Mrs. Belloc Lowndes' novel, "The 
Lodgers." That was plainly euggested by "Jack 
the Hipper" murders of Elast Side girls In horrible 
drcnmstances, and Is grim and tragical to the last 
i^egree. Tachell's ploy Is fantastic farce, with * 
touch of romance. 

It owes nothing to Hie novel but an Idea, and 
none but the most ecropulonsly honorable of dra- 
matists would feel called upon to acknowledge fh« 
debt at all. A retired butler and a retired cook 
married and set up a lodging boose. These wortliy 
people were mocU interested In the newspaper 
^toilea of a mtles of mysteiloas marders of young 
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and beautiful girls — ^the more interested, because 
Uieir son was a cop^. of an avowed intention to 
cover himself with g\oij by capturing the mur- 
derer. 

At this Jonetnre a handsome, mysterious, eccen- 
tric stranger arrived and took the best apartment 
In the honse. He had plenty of money, his move- 
mentB. were suaplcloos, he paid marked attention 
to a girl boaider. Instantly the butler, and the 
cook, and their son, tbe cop, began to shadow tbe 
nnhappy boarder. Horatio Parker, as be called 
himself, in a ludicrously offensive manner. Bat 
tbe girl boarder was gntliied by hla attentiona and 
accepted his offer of marriage. They were Just off 
together when a nnmber of policeman appeared 
upon tbe scene to arrest poor Parker as the mys- 
terious murderer. Then it appeared that he was 
a nobleman of great wealth and distinction, who 
had whimsically set out into middle class society. 
He married the girl and all ended well. It la 
really very pleasant .fun and should prove very 
popnlar. It owed much to Henry Alnley, who bids 
fair to make a position as a character actor more 
Important than he ever had as a romantic young 
hero. All the parts in "Who Is He?" are well 
played. As the yonog girl boarder whom the 
wandering nobleman marries, Irene Brown, an 
Australian actress, made a good impreasion. 

STBPHBK PHILLIPS' DEATH. 
Stephen Phillips, the player-poet-drsmatlst is 
dead. None of his Intimates is surprised — he got 
CO "Bohemian." He was of parson stock, & near 
relative of the Benson family. Indeed, he Joined 
r. B. Bensoci'e company, and acted a good deal. 
He returned to the stage to make a ponderous 
ghost in Martin Harvey's revival of "Hamlet" 
For some time he was a teacher of young soldiers 
— educational. He wrote some charming verse. 
And as e. writer of rhymed plays for the stage, 
looked as though, he had got the late W. A. Wills' 
Jib well in hand. He wrote "Paolo and Franceses" 
and & new "Fau!>-t' (which the actor has never 
been silly enough to produce) for Alexander. For 
Tiee he did "Herod," "Ulysses," "Nero" and 
cnother "Faust" (this was worked up by Comyns 
Carr). He did "The Bride of Lammcrmoor" and 
".umageddon," for Martin Harvey, and "The Son 
of David" for H. B. Irving. The Referee says be 
was spoiled by Injudicious friends. I never knew 
b'lt one of them — and that was Stephen Fbllllps. 
JIMMIE HOWELL DEAD. 
Han; an American who has visited London 
daring the last twenty years will leam with regret 
that "Jhnmie" Howell is dead, well stricken as 
he was in years. Howell was known to them as 
the assistant manager of the Tlvoli, always In 
charge on the front and in control of the finance. 
He was a rigid and expert accountant Howell 
was an engineer originally. Then he went to the 
original Polytechnic, in charge of scientific toys. 
For years he was C3iarles Morion's lieutenant, at 
the Alhambra, tbe Tlvoli and the Palace. After 
Morton's death he went back to the Tlvoli, where 
he was invaluable and highly esteemed. Ill health 
caused him to retire, bat he conld not keep away, 
and to meet his desires a Job was, found for hbn on 
the office staff of the so-called "Syndicate." 
THE TIVOLI AJTAinS, 
What a sad plight is that of the poor old Tivoli, 
once a most important, «haracterlBtlc and prosper- 
ous music hall. A few years ago it was torn down 
with the Idea of re-buUdlng. Meanwhile nothing 
has been done, and there is an Immense blank 
space In the heart of Ijondon, the picture of deso- 
lation which is costing the poor shareholders about 
$2S,000 a year in property tax and such like 
charges. The directors complacently declare that 
they are waiting for a good opportunity to selL 
Tbe ehareholders are getting franUc. They have 
appointed enquiry committees, and so on. They 
asked Oswsld Stoll to come to their aid, but his 
reply was a polite negative. Now they want the 
directors removed from ofllce. Before the Palace 
stepped in the Tivoli was for years an American 
centre. Dick Knowles did not make his first ap- 
pearance here, bat he was soon Its favorite artist 
It was one of the first West End halls to give the 
sketch a chance. A little money and a brand new 
management would easily toake it famous again.

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Or.ittan employed TM»l«fatii to deal wlUi hla 
sketches In America. Orattan stipulated that he 
rbonld receive an Immediate payment of 1600 and 
93 for each verformonee of a eketdi of his. Bdet- 
stetn resorted to Joe Hart; and the erldenee 
that be tried out Grattan's aketeli, "Boylnc m 
Gas," at Newark, N. 3^ after which there was 
nothing dolnip. 

Bert Caote said he knew Orattas'a work, and be 
knew Newark, New Jersey, and he was of opinion 
that nothing worse coald happen to "Trying a 
Onn" tlun for it to be "tried oat" in sncb drcnm- 
atanccs. It was sure rain. A fine prodactlon in a 
Uk city woold hare established the sketch — It wag 
that class of goods.

There are numerous Other Instances, which It 
would coDAnne too much upaoe to cite at present, 
tmt In those enumerated, the writer can supply 
the names and addresses of the ones defying the 
law, together with considerable data. Blvlng dates 
end locations. There la no lack of evidence^ nor 
lack of opportunity to Institute prosecntlon, since 
the very numerous violations committed are well 
within the statue <it limitation. 

Play stealing will not stop autcomtlcally ; evay 
successful play has been stolen, every succe.-sfal 
play win contlniie to be stolen unless the air Is 
Immediately charged with action, fatal to pirates. 
Authors and managers net-d not adopt the "waich- 
fol waiting" policy. The trail has been blazed — 
there Is a clear road ahead. Precedents have t>een 
•^tabllsbed by convictions for the different forma 
of stealing, such as imlowful copying, selling and 
performing. In whole or In part, original copy- 
righted works, or copyrighted dramatizations. 

What the prole sslon nei>ds Is a theatrical 
"Itogues' Gallery.' The writer has such a gal- 
lery, growing so rjpld!y. It :s now Indesfd. It 
contains not only the namos and records of play 
thieves In the United Statos. but '.hose who sneak 
Into Canada ; those who beat roj'altlcs ; those who 
IQBs worthless checks; Ihose who order plays fo' 
half week, and continue tho p'.ay a full week — 
without permission or payment; those who order 
tE£terlaI shipped C. O. D.. ignore the shipment and 
force the Clipper to bring the material home a- 
his own expense. 

It seems to me that the Bureau of Mental De- 
fectives should seize these ra<:cal9, or Ihry Kbould 
be committed as habitual criminals. There Is no 
excuse for tlielr i>Tofce<i'-onnl existence. Criminals 
who com Tilt lesser crimes arc sent to the pc-Dl- 
tentlary every day. It Is time to smash the crook- 
ed professional ; It can be done by means of con- 
certed, determined action, it Is little wonder that 
the theatrical profession Is regarded with sus- 
picion — the reputable members adopt no measures 
to rid the ranks of these unsavory hangers on. 

By means of a boycott, the unscrupulous actor 
ebonld be barred from ever securing a position 
with a reputable company, and by "reputable," I 
mean to give credit to the manager who operates 
hcoestly, thougii on o. small scale, as against the 
so-called "big" tu'onogcr. who "skins" everybody. 
As for the piratvi-producer. authors and <- -^.lugers 
who are victims <if piracy have an exf .'.(■•* 'aw 
to which they may appeal for the punishment of 
piny-thlevcs, who can be overtaken — i! some com- 
vctent live wire goes .iftcr tUcm.

Rudolph F^lml has given ns many evidences ot 
his tuneinl ability, but In his numerous other mo- 
slcal plays we have seen he has never turned out a 
work more melodiously lilting and tuneful than 
"Katlnka," for this, his latest offering, fairly 
teems vrlth melody, and la so filled with real gems 
that It Is difficult to say which Is tbe most pleas- 
ing. If he had never done anything before, and 
If this were to be his last work. "Katlnka" wouI4 
•cake for htan a place from which none of his con- 
temporaries conid dislodge him. 

Otto Heuerbach, who is also well known for 
his clever writing of librettos, has done his WOA 
well. "Katlnka" la called a musical play, but It 
Is more truly classlfled a light opera, for It has 
a well defined plot which, nnUke so many works 
of this class, iB well and consletently carried out 
with pleasing continuity. Bis lyrics are cleverly 
constructed and are above the level of the usual 
run found In the modem musical play. 

The story tells ot the marriage of Katlnka to 
Boris StrogoS and the endeavors of herself and 
her former lover to break the txmds, when she 
learns, which she does on her marriage night, 
that iTan Is tme to her and that she has been 
tricked Into marrlags with Boris, 

Ivan and Katrlnka find a wUILng heljier In 
Thaddeus Hopper an American. They leem that 
the first wife of Boris Is alive and In Turkey. 
Tliey arrange for Katlnka and Hopper to go 
off together Thi>y arrive In Stamboul, Turkey, 
and arg forced, for appearance sake, to take 
quarters at the same hotel. Then Hopper's wife 
(tppears, and the complications begin, whieb flnqlly 
end In Boris being confronted by his first wife, 
Olga, and all ends In the conventionally happy 
way. 

-May Nandain made a decided bit In the tltlo 
l<oIe. She eang and acted tn a pleasing way, nnd 
well deserved the opproval accordod her. Her 
singing of "One Who Will Understand'' nnd 
"Rackety Coo" drew forth hearty plaudits. The 
last mentioned song, by the way. Is one of the 
brightest musical gems heard In a musical pro- 
ductoln in many moons. 

The success scored by Samuel Ash, as Ivan 
DImltrl. was distinctive. Mr. Ash possesses a 
tenor voice of unusual sweetness, smoothnesr* and 

fiow«T. A volco so Infrequentl.v heard on the 
ncal stage in the lighter mnjlcal productions 
that we can fully appreciate It when given the 
opportunity In addition to his splendid vnlcG 
Mr. Ash has mastered the art of singing so that 
b'lS every word can be understood. Uls articula- 
tion Is more distinct than any we have heard In 
years. He also possesses a fine stage presence 
and a pleaahig persoanllty. With this combbia- 
tlon of natural gifts his su.xess la not to be 
wondered at. 

^dele Rowland, who Is one of onr cleverest 
soubrrttes In the light musical works, Uvcd fully 
np to here reputation, and added another saccees 
to her long list. 

Ed. Durand. as Arlf Bey, gave the best por- 
trayal of an upjier class Turk we ever remember 
to have seen.

The book Is away below the standard act by the 
show's other attrlonteay and weveral of the bits 
•re Just a Uttle more than nsnlnlseent of vaude- 
vUle acts and artists, not engaged In the aboT^ 
mentioned prodnctlon. 

For Instance, the "I Love a Piano" bod;, pat 
oyer for a solid hit by that good looking and ex- 
CMdlngly tmctuoas comedian, Harry Fox, certain- 
ly recalled Lasky's FlonoDhlends, yAth Its sextette 
of pianos and players on the stage. Then the news- 
stand scene contained a line or two forcibly re- 
mlndfol of Booney and Bent's old TandeylUe sps- 
dolty. Not enough In the latter Instance to hurt, 
still the setting was there, and the comparison In 
the style of dialogue employed, to say the least, 
rather strlklns In Its slmllailty. 
, Good old burlesque drama too, U brought forth 
from the playwright's bag ot tnrks. and, as usucl. 
goes over with a Tesoundmg bang. Just as much so 
as It ever did In days of yo'.'e tn the burlesque or 
TEudcvllle housea The f J Broadway audience 
Just "ate It up." 

Harry Fox and Qaby Dea'ya Indulge .'n ttie flr.-'t 
trayesty drama "bit," and later the Idea Is clev- 
erly Interwoven Into a ragtime ensainblo number, 
which employs the entire To^al and acting stren^h 
of -Oie enormous company of prtndpala and super- 
numeraries. This song "Everything In Aimerlca Is 
Bs gfl me, " la a fine example of good lyric con- 
struction and more than equals the best that Gil- 
bert aod Sulltvsn. or Geo. M. Cohan ever wrote In 
the way of operatic eneemblea. 

Dlzon and Doyle have two separate and dis- 
tinct specialties, either of which conld constitute

'Be says no," while changed 
about a Uttle, contains the essentials of Carrlllo's 
time-worn tale, and should be eliminated In fair- 
ness to that artist. 

Now for the show's countless good t>olnts, moro 
than enough, Indeed, to keep It on Broadway for a 
long, long time.

Lloyd M. Blnftbam, New York tbeatrlcal man- 
■f;<^r, and liuhband of Amelia BlnKham, died In a 
hospllal In CbrlsUuDla, Norway, of pneumonia and 
appendicitis. 

Mr. Blngbam "was accomapaiiTlii; Henry Ford'a 
p<>ace party as a friend of Mr. Ford and as a sort 
oC official entertainer. :He led In tbe entertain- 
ments cn board tbe Oscar II until suddenly be 'was 
sccretely bushed up. After tbat he kept to bis 
cabin, and reports irere elTen/out that he wm III. 
Then he became really 111. He was removed to a 
hospital tbe day foUowliis tbe arrival of the Oscar 
II at Christlanla. 

Hla body was sUpped to New York' -on the Nor- 
wcclan-Amerlca Liner Bcrgcn^fjord, 

Lloyd Bfaigham was nt various times an actor, 
broker, staee director and mocoeer. He wa5> a 
native of Otrlo, boni atM>ut fitty-two years ago. and 
flist entered tbe theatrical profession In that State 
at the aee of twenty-thrve. taking small parts 
wltli the Melyflle Stock Company. On one of his 
tours he met Amelia Smiley, whose father was a 
hotel keeper. She bad stage a^lratlons and Mr. 
Bingham gave her her flrirt engagement. She mad« 
her first appearance on the stage In 1891, anl a 
few years later Mr. Blu;;1inm became her maaager. 
They were married In 1900. 

Tlie atock acting experience gained by Mr. Blng- 
liam In his early career stood him In ftfod stcnd 
after his marriage, for he appeared with, his wife 
in many of her prodnctlons. One of hi? iHst 
roles was Napoleon, In "Mme. Sans-Genc." He 
also anpeared under William A. Brady, In "Lost 
In Siberia." 

'VThea Mrs. Bingham had attained an estah- 
Ilsbed reputation In New York, coming here In 
1805, she leaned the BIJou Theatre and Mr. Bing- 
ham became Its manager, a position that he held 
for abont Ave years. 

Mre. Bingham Is at present playing with Wtlllom 
H. Crane, tinder the aianagemcnt of Joseph Brooks, 
Jn "The New Henrietta." They had no children. 
6be, a sister and 'three brothers survive. 

Owing to the absence of Mrs. Blngbam, tbe local 
lodge of Masons took charge of tbe retnm of tbo 
body. Mr. Bingham stood high In the councils of 
tbe order, and held one of Its most exalted offlces 
at tbe thne of hl.i death. Mrs. Bingham did not 
receive word of her hnsbaod's death nntll after 
tbe performance Wednesday night, 22, In Aastln, 
Tex. 



Mm. X>. H. Brooke, an actress, loiw associated 
witli Hoole & Irving, .lied In London £iig., re- 
cenCly. She was eighty-on« years o1<L and ap- 
peared puMlCly for more than half a centary, play- 
'DK leads In barlcsqiie and comedy as far back at 
1M54.

Charles ChrUdle, one of the oldest theatrical 
costumcrs In this city, died suddenly. Dec. 20, 
stricken while walking In Sixteenth Street, near 
Irving Place, end passing away In the office of Dr. 
Peter II, Ernst, at 141 Kast Sixteenth Street. Mr. 
Chrlsdle was seventy-four years old. In his day 
he waa well known upon the stage.

THE NEW COPIBIGHT, 
Now that the new year Is open us the goestlaa 
of the new copyright is a hard problem for. pdb- 
Ilahers to solve. For the syndicates pat a xtiim 
ben upon everything bearing the old 1015 label-— 
except record breaking hits and senjsatlonai aelleiB. 
Frequently dealers and publishers have widely 
varied ideas of what constitutes sensatlaaal sellers 
— some publishers wanting dealers to consider a 
song what the publisher believes It to be, rather 
than what Its sales record actually demonstrates. 
The general public looks forward longingly to the 
new output, however, and though the pnbllBher 
may be reluctant to see sales "flop" on numbers 
that have not become snfflcleotly standard to hold 
a commanding place on the counters, it is really 
to his advantage that he be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to prove the newness ot his issues by the 
copyright stamp. Inasmuch as all (kubUdters float 
new year Issues at the same time. It Is somewhat 
difficult to guage the real value of Initial offerings. 
But tile rule of the "survival ot the fittest" ap- 
plies, and before long the public passes its stamp 
of approval upon the most meritorious offerlngSw . 

MOTHIEB SONGS. j 
Critics see In the manv "mother" songs now 
claiming attention more tban mere boostea Offer- 
ings from the busy publlshlrg mills. While ra^ 
tune had Its happy days, many schools of tbu 
type ot n'nalc were developed. E^rerybody re- 
members the old time coon song," with its sooth- 
ing melodic base supporting most commomklaM 
and sometimes ridiculous themes, each as ntlai 
like "I Don't Know Where I'm Goln', But I'm on 
My Way," "Just Because She Made Those Ooo, 
Go Eyes.'' "Hannah. Won't Yoa Open that Doot?" 
"Coon, Coon. Coon" and "C-h-lpc4-e-n" (the first 
"spelling", song) suggest. Then came the new birth 
of rags with titles suggvting dances and melodies, 
most of them alluded to by the word rag, like 
■That Loving Bag" (the first of this school). Then 
came the influx of Bonthem songs, painting mammy 
in most Ideallstle colors. After this school 
6aw Its heyday^ about two years ago. wrlteta 
eoiognt in 'vaIn for something new to 'write about 
that could, fall within the rag classification. A 
goieral lull resulted that lasted until yesttfday. 
Hen somebody realized that forced rag themes 
were not craved by the public, and an endeavor 
Was made to supply ballads with natnr.il themes. 
The present mad.msTi for mother songs Is the net 
result. How long 'wUl it last? This is hard-to 
say, bat it may safely t>e said that there will be 
a demand for "mother songs" just as long as 
writers provide good ones, precisely as there was 'a 
dmand for novel^ character songs as long as ma- 
ttrlal like "My Brother Sylvest^ and "Marluch" 
was provided. Because Johson and Morse hit 
upon the happy idea of the "mother acrostic."

Other songs that hope to 
claim the same amount of popular favor must be 
ss good or better. 

THE WESTERN HOLD. 

Are Western publishers losing their grip upon 
the popular market? It must be confessed that 
general prosperity among Western pobllsberB rose 
to a higher margin a few years ago than it does 
to-day. Though it Is hard to understand why. Chi- 
cago should be a great popular eong centre for 
many reasons. Its people support vaudeville 
(where songs are ever Introduced) as liberally as do 
the members of any other community— and It has 
beantiful theatres devoted to this form of .amase- 
inenL'' No other large city has more pianos in 
the average homes, xet. In most Instances, songs 
coming from New York find a greater measai«'Ot 
public support than purely local offerings. Per- 
haps Western publishers have made the mistake -of 
borrowing Eastern methods of boosting Instead of 
resorting to tbelr own Initiative. Whatever the 
reason. It must be conceded that something should 
be done to re-establish the confidence of dealen 
and the public in imprints bearing a. Western 
flavor. At present there are loo few Chicago 
publishing concerns to support local writers with 
the happy faculty of developing marketable .Ideas. 
Until tills Is done the West must be satlsfled with 
a bnmble second place.

A Co. against Romherg, the Sbubert Theatrical Co. 
and Jacob J. 'Sbubert. Tbe Circuit Conrt of AppeaU 
took tbe view that tbe State court had declared 
wholly Invalid tbe contract between Joa W. Stern 
A Co. and Sigmund Romberg. 

It bns been the contention of "iessrs. Jos. W. 
Stem A Co. tbst tbe State cour mcrciv held tbst 
tbe remedy Invoked by them for the enforcement 
of .their rights under their contract with Romberg 
was not available to them, but left undetermined 
the question nf the validity of the contruct 

Juige Hand, before whom tbe application for an 
injunction came In the first Instance, viewed the 
decision of tbe State court in this light, npheld 
the validity of the contract and denied the oppUra- 
tlon for an Injunction. 

The Circuit Conrt of Appeals did not decide that 
the contract was Invalid, but merely upheld what 
It nnderatcod to l>e tlie decision of the State court 
to that elfecL Application Is 6hortly to t>e made 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals on behalf of Jas. 
W. Stern A Co. to obtain a re-hearIng of tbe -case 
on the ground that the conrt misinterpreted tbe 
ctTect of tbe 3tate court dedolon. 

Until this application has been made and passed 
upon, Messrs. Jos. W. Stern A Co. prefer not to 
comment upon the effect ot the decision ot tbe 
Circuit Court of Appeals.

Tet 
this memorable year of 1935 baa seen a great 8a> 
CUB achieved by a conttnued photoplay of sixty 
(eels — "The Diamond from the Sky." 

All of which serves here only to call forcefully 
te the attention - the remarkable development of 
tbe power of the film to tell a story to sustain 
Interest, to be real art and real< drama. 

I believe that 1016 will see yet further im- 
Bnt developments in this direction. The really 
at scenarios are yet to come. Mechanically the 
"are la rather a satisfactory product now, and 
He important and revolutionary developments 
ta that direction are of course always poealble, 
there do not appear to be any near at band. 

Meanwhile the "etory," the real ebaracter and 
aoalUy of the thought and matter conveyed by the 
dim, will come In for a great deal more active 
Attention. 

It is interesting ' to note that within the year 
1816 we have seen almost every American author 
of prominence become a writer for tbe motion pic- 
tures. It Is only a few weeks ago that the 
Mutual Film Corporation announced '^he -Girl 
and the Game," a special release, which Is the 
flrat motion picture work of Frank H. Spearman, 
latest of the America^ novellsta of note to come 
"Into the pictures." 

This wholesale capture of authors by the motion 

¥lcture can really be credited to the year 1916. 
t Is true that there were a few who ventured 
with timidity and questioning into the film field 
In 1014 ; those of tbat year were relatively so 

few In number that we may call them pioneers, 
for all practical purposes we may say that tbe 
creat body of skilled writers became related to 
motion picture expreaslon only wltb tbe yeu 
1916. 

It Is without the least intent of dlsparagonent 
tbat I now insist tbat these writers have not yet 
learned the motion picture. They do not yet imow 
this new craft of aim expression. We have seen, 
bowever, some great work from their pens In 
dim drama. Giving them acquired experience with 
^Is new medium. stUl so new to them, what may 
iwe not hope for to come? 

Tbe situation Is, perhaps, as ttaongh some master 
{)oet has just been taught an alien tongue. We 
should not at first expect more of Mm than suc- 
cessful prose. His real art work would come witb 
the greater familiarity with his medium of ex- 
presaTon.

CenaorsMp— (Ehe beginning of a pnbtlc awak- 
eulnc to the evils and perils of censorablp, exem- 
plified Importantly in a number of communities 
where public iittelllgence ovei^mled the absurdity 
and prudery of censors who sought to bar "Dan»- 
eged Goods'' and other great feature releases. 

Awakening of the Lay Press — The establl<aimeiit 
of photoplay departments In many newspapers and 
other pobllcatlona of genera] circulation, and a 
more tntellgent treatment of tbe film drama among 
publications of all classes — a somewhat belated 
recognition of the increasing imnortont luimber 
of readers who are anxious for the news of the 
fltans. 

Looking aliead to developments to come I can see 
nothing Ihat looks as more Important than tha 
ioecessl^ for growth and betterments In tbe 
trastnesa ot exhibiting pictures. Great big Import- 
ant strides have been made in the construction 
of pictures, in the distribution of pictures. In 
■the adverttslng of pictures — and now there Is a 
■Viy great deal up to the exhibitor. 

Certain investigations made near tbe close of 
tbis year by tbe Mutual Film Corporation, looktne 
Into the operating methods of many thousands .ot 
theatres In all parts of tbe county convince me 
Uiat tbe exhlbttor haa many more opportunities 
Tor a growtb ahead of him than he has achlev«i- 
Qents Dchlnd iiim. 

The art of "prcsentln?" pictures to the public 
is just Beginning to be recognized. Those exhi- 
bitors who have developed tne business of "ex- 
Ubltlng" pictures Into the buelneos of "present- 
ing" tnsm liave reaped big profits. I have yet to 
hear of a well conducted motion picture house 
loelng. The exhibitors as a class mnst l>e aroused 
to new eSoits. The exhibitors as a vital factor 
bi the Indnstiy are In danger of lagging twblnd 
both the development of the picture and tbe de- 
velopment of the public taste for tha pictures. 

Great TesponalbtUty for the growtb of the mo- 
tion pictures as an art and as the material of an 
industry rests with the exhibitors I do not wish 
to' condemn — rather I want to inspire. I want to 
Bbcnt It so loud tbat (:very exhibitor In America 
can hear me, that they must Tuore worthily give 
the pictures to the public. And I speak here as 
a member of the great bodv of exhibitors who are 

responsible to the film fouowlng public for their 
entertainment. In every one of the several the- 
atres In which I am interested we are worMng 
our problems of fltm presenration constantly. The 
reports that come to my desk here In New York 
dally point to the necessity for persistent study 
and nnrelcntlng application. 

Nobody in tite world knows how to run a pei^ 
feet molUm picture house. It there was nay 
flnal and absolute standard or model the ex- 
hibitors' problem would be ended. But there are 
certain men In the vanguard of film theatre pro- 
gress, and from their experience and successes we 
may all take inspiration and gather new zeal. 

With this condition and these necessities in mind 
the Bothapfel-Motual tour was conceived. I know 
that not every exhibitor can have a house on 
Broadway, and that not every exhibitor can be on 
S. L. RotbapfeL But I do know that the energy 
and Ingenalty with which he made his beginning 
from that Forest City, Fa. village show into ti>« 
brilliant achievement of tbe Strand, in New Toric 
can Inspire every exhibitor. Mr. 'Bothapfel and 
those who. with him, have achieved these remark- 
able successes have no patent on hard work and 
sincere application and thought, or tbe use of com- 
mon huslnesB sense. 

The Rotbapfei-Mutual tour has been concluded 
hut a few weeks, yet I con say with considerable 
assurance that it has been a most effective con- 
tribution to the welfare of the motion picture 
theatre, end worthy of a place near tbe top of 13is 
colunm of 1915's film events. 



It I were to attempt the somewhat difficult task 
of ennmcration the other important develop- 
ments of the year ia the motion picture industry, 
■I should name: 

"Uutual't Growth."— Most recent of aU. the an- 
noifpcement ot the release of three five reel Matnal 
jDoater pictures, de luxe edition, and the expansion 
of. the $8,000,OCO Mutual program to Include a 
4hlrd three reel feature, a development of big Im- 
vortanee entirely aside from tbe particular mter- 
cat of the Untnal Film Corporaticoi or personal 
Interest. 

Service Beyond the Films. — Tbe birth of a new 
xelatlon between the distributors and the exhibitors 
of film, by which the exhibitors receive more than 
a mere supply of pictures but also aids in publicity, 
mnsic cues, exploitation methods and general as- 
sistance in the suecessfol operation of the motion 

Slctore theatre. This service betterment Is re- 
eeted in the increase of the number of Mutnal 
'branches to the present total of slx^-elgbt, cover- 
ing the Dnlted States and Canada. 

Bigher Admtaaion Prices. — A strengthening 
treild toward higher prices of admission in a very 
Jorge number of theatres, moving upward from 
4ke five and ten cent level to the class of tea. 
aftnu and twenty-five cent admissions — this re- 
mittal, in part, from tbe improving standards ot 
Ob Ilims. and in turn resulting In the prodnctloa 
e£ better flhns. 

Setter Picture Art.— Oeneraltr nwe active at- 
tention among manufacturers to tbe plots and 
Bhotography of the picture drama. reauUlng In the 



I have felt -the keenest pleasure In reviewing 
tiie great array of reports tbat have borne to me 
the enthusiasm of exhibitors along the path of the 
Bothapfel-Untnal tour. I know now that tbe ex- 
Mbltors to whom we mnst look as our representa- 
tives to the public have accepted this effort by 
13ie Uotual Film Corporation in the sincere spirit 
In which it was offered. 

A review of the flhn history of the year cannot, 
I think, discover a more significant development 
than the formation of the new Mutual program — 
the creation which we have been pleased to label 
the S8,000,000 program — and the more recent but 
closely related announcement ot the Uutnal 
Uater Plctares, De Luxe ESdltion, three big five 
reel features a week, and again, stmnltaneonsly 
the expansion of the program to take In yet a 
ithlrd three reel feature. 

This gives the Mutual Film Corporation a total 
output of six features a we* — the world's greatest 
feature release output for any single film distribut- 
ing cancem- 

I refer to these developments In Mutual service, 
not for the spedfie purpose of directing attention 
toward them or to what I deem tbe particular 
merits of Uutnal service, but rather to uolnt to 
them as markers of the film progress that has 
made th« closing months of 1915 notable and aa 
evidences of the trend whldi we may expect ,1Sie 
coming year to follow. 

Frankly I came Into the presidency of tbe Mu- 
tool JHim Corporation most painfully aware of thfl 
thai low ebb of program efficiency. As on ex- 
hibitor and as a distributor of motion pictures I 



have come to know that "programs," with their 
routine offerings, were not giving the exhibitors 
tbe box office attractions that business necessity 
dcsnoBded* I determined to endow the word with 
a new meaning, to give the exhibitors feature ser- 
■vice and feature quality in every release. The 
Mutual FUm Corjwration created the new pro- 
gram with the needs of the exhibitor In view, and 
looking back now over the past few months that 
we have been giving tbe exhibitors this new. a^l 
star, all feature service, I am reassured of the cor- 
rectnes of our policy. 

The Motnal's pictures as an expression of my 
conception of the motion picture altuatlon can tell 
you a tot about flbn development. This new pro 
gram ond new Masterplcture edition tells for me 
m mnfariai fom whl(A I mean in pointing to tho 
swift development of better flhn entertalnmnt — 
greater responsibility for the manufacturer, the 
olEtributor and the exhibitor. 

In this organization there Is cotbtng stereotyped, 
no cast Iron rulest no set and final view— except 
the purpose of betterment There Is nothing too big 
and nothing in picture opportunity that Is put l>e- 
flore the executive staff of the Mutual Film Cor- 
poration tbtat Is not -viewed as a possibility for 
Untnal. service. 

The year 1915 brought out some astonishing 
feature successes, and I moy be pardoned for 
"pointing with pride" to ••'Damaged Goods^' at 
our big contribution. I do not think that I am 
going too far in saying that "Damaged Goods" 
promises to stand for many and many a year an a 
great film creation. Its success — it has been shown 
to millions of theatre patrons In the last few 
weeks — Is based- on a great bmnan fact, no mere 
art wlilnuy. no picture trickery. It is a cross- 
section of human life, sharp, sometimes brutntly 
tmthfuL Tbe power of "Damaged Goods" In our 
film presentation has met a degree of public appre- 
ciation that should be an inspinttion to nn ail. it 
Is a measure of proof of the broader, deeper de- 
Telopmebt of tbe motion picture. It proveq that 
the public Is ready for film plays with a mission 
and a message. "The success of aucb a feature as 
"Damaged Goods" Is, I believe, of most cheerful 
slgnlflcance In the -social progress of the country, 
outside of any photoplay consideration. 

Considerable satisfaction and eucouragement Is 
also afforded by the eager acceptance of the op- 
portunl^ this feature has offered the enterpris- 
iag exhibitors of the country. Its succesful .run 
is also demonstrating the correctness of the pol- 
icy of making any feature, no matter how big tt 
may be, available to every exhibitor whose fa- 
culties and capacity permit htm to book such a 
mm.- 

But. while we take an Inventory of 1915, we 
find yet other evidence of the forces that are 
malCtng for tlie progress of tho Indastry. I turn 
again to the example of which 1 can speak with 
the most authority — tbat is th<- re-organlzstlou of 
the methods of operation of tbe Mutnal Film Cor- 
poration. This has Included the establishment or 
seven new branches, giving a total of sixty-eight 
Mutual exchanges for the service ot tbe exhibitors 
of the United States and Canada. District man- 
agcsneirt has been abollslie'l and every branch has 
been made dlrctiy responsible to the home office 
of the corporation In New York. . A corps of ef- 
oleney men has been put Into the field to keep v.!> 
constantly the close relation we have established 
between tbe home office and tbe exhibitors through 
tbe branches. A system has been Installed oy 
Which confidential reports on films, attendance, and 
all -detailed theatre statistics <ome to me from 
representative houses la all parts of the country, 
thus giving a direct "Indicator reading" od our pic- 
tures and service, and enabling us to contlnua'l/ 
shape them to tbst which Is proven successful In 
the final test of the box office report. 

These activities of the Mutual are representative 
of the forward steps -ot the industry which are 
«lv1ng the exhibitor so much more than mere film. 
We can look only a llttie way back Into the film 
imst to recall a period when an exchange was a 

Slace -where an exhibitor got so many reels of 
Im, pot them xmder his arm, took them to his 
theatre, hung up a sign that said : "Admission five 
cents,"- and proceeded to run off a "show." All 
he got from' the exchange was the film, snd on 
sunny days w^eu the management was in good 
hamor, maybe a few kind words. 

Kow the distributor of films Is finding it to a 
vast advantage "to his business, to his exhibitors 
and to tbe public, to give the exhibitor every pos- 
sible aid In the*presentaticn of real entertainment. 
The Mutual e^lbltor is not only supplied with 
better films, but, as well, with the methods and 
means of exploiting them, eall kinds of publicity 
helps, posters, banners, lobby displays, poblld^ 
cuts, pro&A matter, ad. sheets, billboard and news- 
paper co-operation, ond the service of a weekly 
magaElne written especially for him. 

Another important step this year has been tSie 
formation ot the Motion Picture Board of Trade 
and plans for a concerted effort to free the motion 
picture froon the shackles of censorship. This Ik 
not -the place for my views of censorship, but I 
InalBt on saying that it is tm-American, absurd 
eod demmed to final t>estructlon, We can recog- 
and doomed to final destruction. We can recog- 
nize only one censorship and that is the opinion 
of the wholesome minded and tntellgent public. 

The European war. which has t>een so much o( 
a factor In tbe fortunes of many of our great 
American industries, bas given no pause to th" 
moUan picture ^udness. The film tax Ievie<< by 
Great Britain as a war measure Is making New 
York the world's film market; and is giving us here 
the position tbat L«ndou has occupied la. the 
world trade in fltm playa 

So. looking ahead, we can promise greater film 
prosperity, better plays, better tbeata^es, better ser- 
vlc to exnibltors and to the pabllc The motion pic- 
ture atmosphere Is being dasslfled. The buslncss la 
calninc In .standardizatioo. He unfit are being 
tatmtnated. The future is bright and Olmdom can 
Icok with expectancy, on

And to further Impress you with the belief 
that there will be a great rush to secure these 
shares, you are told "in the allotment of shares 
priority will be given to the orders as received." 
There you are, Mr. Easy Mark. It may appeal to 
your vanity to be able to say "I am a stockholder 
In that concern," but you will wake up some time 
and realize that you are only (in slang parlance) 
a "SUCKEB."

MHTE RATS DATE. 

FAIL TO ATTEND OPER HEEimG. 



Anetlicr reosliig White Rats' rally was held at 
ttie dnbboDse Dec 28, and for two hours a larxe 
crowd Uatened to the addresses. Fred Nlblo was 
tntrodnced by Hairy Elsmonde, and lo his osnal 
pennaslTe manner stated his case clearly. He 
paid a beantlfnl tribute to the next si>eaker, TTran- 
cls Wilson, pMddoit of the Actors' Equity Soclecy, 
which Mr. WUson eracefully acknowledged- In h!9 
opening remarks, following them np with statemests 
that his ' aodety, throogb systematic action In 
cases that came to thetr notice, had sncceeded in 
edjostlng many disputes to the satisfaction of 
both sides. He ationgly recommended ccsnblned 
action to Inflaence legislation, with the object of. 
having laws passed that covered the contract with 
the actor, and In' conclnslon pledged the support 
of hla society to the-Whlte Bats In any jnst action 
In which they might call upon It. 

Flank M. OUmore, of the Actors' Society, also 
■troogly lecommended concerted actkm, and faith 
of the members In their organization and In the 
officials they had elected to act for them- and to 
represent them ; also that the members keep sbrlet - 
faith with their organization and their contracts. 
He 'said': "'We are trying to secnre eqnltaMe con- 
<UtloD9 In oor profession and faith will glre lis 
Tlctory." 

Mr. Nlblo commented upon the fact that tiie 
presence at each open meeting of members oC the 
Actors' Society, gave these meetings a dlgnl^ 
tbat was very desirable. He then Introduced *'nie 
Storm Ready to Break ; or. War at Any Cost" 
Hany Monntford, who started to speak at 12.47 
A. u., and explained his early appeai«nce by com- 
menting upon unjust cancellation, and upon tbe ' 
absence from the platform of B. S. Moss and 
B^ank Keeney. These gentlemen had been an- 
noonced as speakers at the meeting, but Mr. 
Uonntford said thart at six o'clock that eresQln^;, 
■ent word that' they wonld not be able to attend. 
Ur. Motaitford then refeired to Cie vsirloas places 
At which the White Hats headquarters had been 
loaa.ted during tlie fifteen years of the orders 
existence. He said, "The White Bats are evidently 
rolling stoniKi, and rolling stones gather no moss." 

He also Informed Uie meeting that lie lud heard 
that BIr. Jfosa and Mt. Keeney had 'become mem- 
bers of 'the V. U. P. A. tamt afternoon. "Tbat 
asaoclatlcD has come to Ufe daring the last two 
weeks, and Its resasdtatlon Is a great tribute of 
the managers to the 'WUte Bats, as It was formed, 
some yeaiB ago, to save the managess. The V. U. 
P. A. had to be revived, and to get in Measts. Moss 
«nd Keeney to help them." 

He mentioned the fact that on the previous 
Thursday Mr. Moss had declared for the onion 
shop, and ruled that White Bats only should play 
his houses. Ur. Keeney had spoken warmly of 
tbe 'Vnilte Bats' puiiwBes at the last open meeting. 

"And now Mr. Uoea and Mr. Keeney bave Joined 
the V. H. P. A., we nay feel son^ tor them. We 
might sit In solemn sllenee for «nr departed 
brothers, but we don't mind It. Bcaoember what 
they did to Joe Woods and Wm. Morrla 'We only 
feel sorry that tbe two managers Itave i)een ter- 
nrlzed Into the union eho^ of the managers." 

"They are also trying coercion on the actors. In 
every Keith and Proctor house, on the stage Is 
posted a copy of my Instructions to White Bats 
that they ask everybody appearing there for their 
cards, and under It a notice positively forbidding 
any <me playln; the house to mention 'White Rats' 
or 'Mountford.' Stage managets are Ustmcted to 
•top anyone asking for a card or from discussing 
the anbjeet. They do me the honor to quote me. 
The more they do It the better. They advertise 
the Bats and Mountford, and by forbidding the 
•ctors to do It make It all the more certain that 
the actor wlU do It." 

. Mr. Mountford read an extract from The Timet 
Clvtng Mr. Keith's opinion of the vaudeville actor 
as follows: 

'^be true vaudertlle performer Is bom, not 
fnade^'and the men and women who year In and 
year out go along dellgfathig the patrons of our 
llieatres have veiy special and 'wonderful gifts 
manifested In tbe TVlons Intereatlsg ways that 
make up the world «f variety." And tten said. 
To tbey tatt «t m tbat ymj la tbelr lwoklii«

"Ton must act oa a onit. Yon nnist educate 
managers to talk your language. One manager 
who Is In the habit of cnttlns salaries co -pay 
night, meets vrotest wltli the remark, 'I speak no 
Bnglidi.' To'j must teadi lilm ESngUdit and that 
salary means salary." 

"One of tile managers docked a dog act beeanae 
'one of the dogs had no personality.' " 

la order to prove that agents were often at 
fault Mr. Mountford read a letter from a manager^ 
pladng the blame for a good, deal of the trouble 
upon agents. 

Mr. Monntford referred to lone vAearsals of 
the le^Umate actor, eariy dosing and refusal to 
pay fares back to Kew 'Zork, and pointed ont 'that 
when the 'WhHe Bats' project Is a complete suc- 
cess Eudi manager -trtll not be allowed to take out 
any other show until ell Just claims are settled, 
either under Ids own same or tmder Chat of a 
corporation. 

"Trace all rumors of dissatisfaction wltb oor 
BOdety, If yoo hear any. Find ont who told the 
rumor to yoor Informant, and the rumor will 
dissolve.

"A manager has made this statement: 'If I 
have any trouble with the Bats, I own the ground 
on which the clubhouse is built, and out they ga' 
This statement Is not correct, and if It were no 
■here loss of a clubbouee would alfect«the oisanlzar 
tlon, which Is not bollt of concrete or steel, but 
deep In our hearts, and wc 'will strive to free the 
profession as long as there Is a desire for liberty." 

Mr. Monntford reported "during the past eight 
weeks over (40,000 has been taken In by the 'White 
Bats. Nearly live thousand membeia have been 
re-lnstated, and three thousand biTe paid ba^ 
dues. No wonder the managers are waking np." 

"At the meeting on Jan. 11 a new constltntlan 
will be presented, more suitable to the require^ 
menta of the present day, and new by-laws, which 
will give us more power and more, members." 
Women will have a vote and a voice In Che de- 
liberations^- and the results trtll be a much more 
workable machine. We are cleanng decks for 
action, and will throw orerboazd anything that 
will Interfere 'with action. We will not force the 
light, bat we will show them tbat we are rea4r- 

"Under the unter surface of organUatlon tltero 
is tlie real work of spreading oor Ifaies, dlggtog 
our trenches, laying by our stores and ammunl-

You are a good feliow If you spend money to treat 
all Cbese apolo^ea for men, bat a miser if jxra do 
nbt encourage their garroters' methods. 

All honor to Joe Murptiy! Tbe greatest pialae 
he can receive is that the dead beats of tbe pro- 
fession could not work him. My own greatest 
boast Is that no dead beat In or oat of the pro- 
fession bas ever succeeded In getting Ave cents 
from me for liquor. No hard luck talea amount to 
anything, for I have them all written In my gag 
booka Yet, no deserving person ever went bungrr, 
hut I've got to see him eat. Watch the next fel- 
low that tries to tell you a stingy atory about Joe 
Morpby. Take a good look at him I That'a the 
answer. Vniat a grand thing It would be If the 
stage bad more Joe Murphys.

When It shall 
li&Te bei-n concluded, plsys with a "punch," built 
upon hlftory now Ifr the making, will find a reiily 
moving picture market. Moving pictures sbnuid 
prod.ice a play built upon the present war (after 
Its conclusion) that will stand as a model of silent 
playwriting for years to come. Tbe spoken drama 
cnnuot afford to experiment as much as plctnres 
can, for the phctogrephlc output Is less limited, 
and the losses entailed in a picture play wblch 
does not completely Impress, axe not so great. 
Watch for the great picture spectacle whldi will 
rise from -tbe ashes of tbe war of today !

THE NEW YEAB.

"gamble," but a close observer will note that. In 
most caae^, the bouses spending the money ar<> 
earning It.

The vaude- 
ville centre of Chicago's Blalto bas moved to Mon- 
roe Street, whereas most of the publishers still 
cling to the neighborhood of Randolph and Clark 
Streets. One reason ,for this Is that Monroe 
Street doe? not offer any studio building that 
conid accommodate many music firms. The Ma- 
jestic Building, In tlie very centre of vandevlllo 
activity, contains only one publishing concern, 
and It Is doubtful If any others coald gain access 
to It. Until this or Gome other eoltatile bolldlng 



In the same neighborhood "swings its portals 
irlde," pnbllBbeiB' row will probably remain pre- 
cisely where It Is.

So we celebrated the 
doable event wltb a modest dinner party In these 
old CbombeiV — ^joined by Cbarlea Palmer, the many 
years editor of The Olobe, and his wife; Ueaten- 
ant Shaif), who used to be Caryl Wilbur, but' i« 
now acting captain of the Boyal West Surrey, and 
John Hayman, the Butt booking manager. Dick 
proudly brought under bis arm his Jnst published 
book, entitled "The New Columbus." It is a 
brightly written volume of three hundred pages, 
foil of Interesting event and amaalng story, which 
sboald have a fine sale: Odd that the post should 
bring Christmas geetlngs from my old friend and 
Cnowles* early manager, Freaa Eldrldge.

"The Philosopher of Newblggtn" waa 
quite on the vein of J. M. Barrle, and will be 
heard, of again for sure. The philosopher Is a 
quaint old man who Is "managed" by bis trim 
daughter. He puts up with much, but resents his 
deprivation of bis baby grandson. Just In the 
middle of a faliy tale. Suddenly it dawns upon 
him that a helpless babe gets most things It cries 
for — why not a helpless old man? So he seta up 
a howl and wins easily. The Scotch color of the 
piece 4s perfect. "Innocent and Annabel'' is a 
sketch of the domestic life of a French singer at 
aOclelT' functions, and his common sense English 
wife. Innocent has n useful business habit of 
making his fashionable hostesses thing he In 
deeply In. Icve with them. It Increases his fees, 
but on occasion gets him luto dreadful trouble. 
How Annabel extricates him from a mess, but 
also taught him a sharp lesson. Is the subject of 
tbe sketch. 

Oswald Stoll has got busy In resi>ect of the Al- 
hamhra. His flrsl act was to csble John F. Mc- 
Anl>, an old favorite here, who Joins the cast Im- 
mediately. A week later, Seymour BIcks arrives, 
wl^h a scene which he has been commissioned to 
writ, a.' for himself. Ills support will be Isabel 
Elsom, But tbe most tnterestlng announcement la 
that Qruee comes to tbe Alhambra In January. 
Her tmcio and preceptor, Alexander Genee, has 
prepared a aerie? of dances for her. Sir Frederick 
Cowm has written the music, and will condurt. 
Stoll personally oFsumea responsibility for the Al- 
hambra on Jan. 1. His immediate lieutenant will 
be Edward Foster, who has lately been at tile Al- 
hambra, Glasgow. He Is an old Stoll man, however, 
at HlnniDgham and at Stratford. He la a world- 
wide traveler and a great sportsman. 

Stoll has been publicly challenged to atate his 
Intentions as to the promenade at the Alhambra. 
So Is that of the Empire. Stoll has no use 
for this kind of thing, and wdU no donht re- 
move the promenade, providing his scheme of 
structural improvement enables him to use 
tbe space for profltablc seating accommoda- 
tions. £nt what of the Empire?

Lai Lai" It seems that 
LacrllUid ft Oroasmltb are not disposed to ven- 
ture "Potash ft Perhnutter, Incorporated," or 
wo&tevcr they call the -piece, till the new year 
has advanced a little. York ft Lennard will con- 
tinue til tour "Tbe Buyer from Pittsburgh." 

At the Garrlck Theatre, Hawtrey will revive 
"Where the Rainbow Ends" once more. We have 
a rare assortment o( plays for the .children this 
year, with "Peter ran" at the New Theatre, 
"Alice fai Wonderland" at the Duke of York's The- 
atre, "Where the Balnbow Ends," four pantomimes, 
"Puss In Boots" at the Druty Lacn, "Robinson 
Crusoe" at the Lyceum, "The Babes In the Wood" 
at the Aldwych, aud "Cinderella" at the London 
Palladlom. Then there Is "The Pedlar of Dreams'* 
at the Yaudevlile. But that proves to be Uttle 
more than a fantastic name for a very pleasant 
entertainment much on tbe line of the Follies, done 
by a troupe of Pierrots hitherto called "The 
Quaints." It Is pretty and pleasing, without the 
conspicuous originality, or, of course, the novelty 
In the Follies on these brave days. 

Sarah Bernhardt opens at tbe London CoUsemn 
on Jan. », in "Les Cathedtales," which she has 
already played successfally in France. 

One hundred performances may now be placed to 
the credit of "The Case of Lady Camber," at the 
Savo.v.

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WHAT SCIENCE IS DOING FOR THE ASTHHATIC 



From time Immemorial asthma has been recos^ 
nlzcd as one of the most dlstresalng ailments to 
ivhlcb human flesh Is heir, ntrerent theories and 
speciiiatlons have been evolTed as to Its causation 
and treatment. The field of exploitation was a 
rich one, indeed, for the quack, -wno reaped a rich 
harvest from the misfortunes of the aCBlcted. They 
promised cures by snuffs, weird treatments, ■>d- 
Bi'^io nostrums, and a thousand and one foolish 
ard senseless fakes. The poor sufferer, driven to 
dlspalr by bis or her Indescribable suffering, wouid 
gladly submit to almost any method — no matter 
how ridiculous — just to rid themselves of the tor- 
tures of asthmatic attacks. 

Rational medlclD<« Invariably alms at the dis- 
covery of the cause of any disease, and by rational- 
ism eliminates that cause (whatever tt may bn). 
I know of performers who have spent thousands 
uf dollars and lost lots of time In search for 
relief from tbls distressing condition, with more 
or l(^9s success. Some who are fortunate to fall 
into the hands of the lionest physician— of which 
there are thousands all over the country — ^wlU 
have the satlsfactloD of ezperlenclDir honest en- 
de.<ivors on the part of their doctor, who will do 
his utmost to relieve the agony of their patients 
without creating morphine fiends and mulcting 
their victims, as Is so often done by the advertis- 
ing quack and nnscnpulous. 

Let OS dwell a few moments on the facta that 
are known about this distressing trouble. We 
know that asthma is a disease that spares neither 
the pauper nor the millionaire. It affects the 
humble in the social scale as well as members of 
the so-called "upper strata" of society. It claims 
as Its victims tue babe as well as the person well 
advanced In years. There Is a certain number of 
patients that bring a predisposition to asthma Into 
the world. These are the hereditary asthmatics. 
Many persons suffer from this trouble as a result 
of some nasal abnormality. Some men prominent 
in Uie medical profession attribute asthma to a 
functional dlstorbaoce of the nervous system tbit 
causes spasmodic contractions of the bronchial 
tubes, usually precipitated by aome exciting factor. 

No matter bow we theorize or what our specula- 
tlODs may be, one thing is certain, and that Is: 
There is something that precipitates asthmatic 
attacks, and that something must be eliminated it 
a rational cure Is aimed at. 

lliose 'Who have seen people during a paroxysm 
of asttrmatlc torture will retain a vivid and In- 
delllble picture of the agony such persons are sub- 
jected to. Words are Inadequate to describe the 
torture of these poor sufferers. Yet, between at- 
tacks, they are happy-go-lucky persons as you and 
I. until another attack suddenly shocks them into 
the realization that they are victims of a most 
distressing malady. 

Asthmatic patients have a premonition a few 
days before the unset of an attack. ?ome of them 
con foretell with barometric precision that "some- 
thing is going to happen." He will feel uneasv, 
yawn feci depressed, and a sense of mal.'tlu Is 
usually complained of. Then the attack seta In. 
It may come on at ony hour, but Its favorite tlmo 
Is about midnight. The Individual may retire feel- 
ing fairly comfortable and be awakened from a 



sound, sleep by the pangs of the attack, nicre Is 
an Indescribable air-hunger. The oatlent icaspe 
and struggles for air. All his muscles of resplra- 
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tlon are l^rought into play und the wheeling res- 
piration once neard is not soon forgotten. Flls fnca 
is bine and has an expression of extreme agony. 
Clammy perspiration bedews his forehead and tho 
extremities. After this suffering has continued 
for a greater or lesser time (an hour or two) tho 
"storm ' Is over and tranquility reigns anon. 

The number and frequency of tbeie attacks de- 
pends a great deal upon Individual t>ecuUaritles 
and a number of other factors. 

Durhig my recent visit In New York 1 had tho 

food fortune of meethig Dr. Benrl Iskowltz, who 
id some special research work in this cliis of 
cases, and who contributed a very Interesting 
sclentiac article to The New York Uedical Journal. 
Together with others the author believes that 

aulte a number of cases of asthma are due to cou- 
Ittona of the blood. To enter Into a sdentlflc dis- 
sertation of bis theories In tbla place wonid not 
he the proper thinj; to do. But suffice it to say 
that for our purposes It Is sufficient to remember 
that certain conditions of the blood, not existing 
In the normal hidlvldnal, are potent to precipitate 
these asthmatic seizures, 

Equipped with this preliminary knowledge wo 
are now able to intelligently discuss the rational 
treatment of this malady. 

Of course. It la ncedl.^Ms to emphasise that this 
class of patients must live a well-regulated Mfe 
and do everything conducive to wefi-bclr.g and 
normal bodily functions. The bowels mils* oe 
kept active and- dietetic indiscretions must be 
scrupulously avoided. 

Since so many patients have been benefited by 
the elimination of nasal and throat conditions a 
competent man should make on examination of the 
nose and throat, and any abnormal conditions 
found must be promptly remedied. Th!s by Itself 
may bring abont a cure. I well recall the case of 
an artist who was doping himself with everything 
Kuggested to him in order to get rid of asthmatic 
seizures. Ho' was a man about forty-three, and 
Otherwise In excellent health. An examination of 
tlin nose revealed abnormal conditions of his tur- 
biihte bones. He had them removed, and has not 
suffered since. The operation -was performed about 
foor years ago. Before that time he suffered from 
attacks regularly. 

While such brilliant results are not ahvays ob- 
tained, everything possible should he done In a 
rational manner. 
Now -what abont the "blood condition?" is 

Suerled next. Can there be anything done In thp.t 
liectlon? It must be stated that while the 
method of treatment is still in the primitive stagi'. 
Fome very good reports have reached medical 
literature. Dr. Iskowltz -was very enthusiastic 
about the procedure, and he expects much in thne. 
Ris method Is one of creating conditlons^of tlie 
blood which will bring its compositicn to a normal 
standard, thereby counteracting noxious Influences 
which otherwise render the Indlvidnal snsceptlble. 
Patience, perseverence and time are essential to 
success. I believe that the time vrill come -when 
hope for permanent cure will -be offered by modern 
medical research, and that day Is not dlstaiit. 



REPLY. 

The doctor's advice to quit worrying was a vrrr 
good one^ Indeed. That Is cs-Hential If yon aim at 
success. Out-of-door exercise la splendid practice 
in conditions like yours. .\ teaspoonful of genuine 
Carlsbad salt In a tumblerful of hot water on 
rising Is excellent. Avoid all sorts of indigestible 
foods. Keep away from spirituous liquor^. Sln:e 
every person is peculiar In his own ways, you will 
do well to avoid everything thnt experience hnn 
taught you to he bnnetnl '.n your particular ease. 
Do not overeat. Habits, proper life and avoid- 
ance of harmful IndiiencM are the three prlnodpal 
conditions from which wc expect cures in cases 
like yours.

"Cnde Al" RlsgUnf, who died on Jaii. 1. at Ub 
home at Baraboo, Wu.. after a long Illness, was 
the oldest of the Blogllng Brotliers, the drcos 
JclDgs. 

It was Al BlngllDg'B .Baccem In the show boal- 
ness that lnaucnc«d his lour DrotlieTs to Join him 
In the circns venture. Although he liad given 
up the active maoagement of the shows some timr 
before he died, his was always the gnldliif spirit. 
More than any of hia brothers he was beloTed of 
his associates and friends the world over. 

Mr. Blngllng entered the show business In 1874, 
with Yankee Jtoblneon^ wbcm he soon afterward 
left to start oat on bis own hook. By 1884 be was 
conducting a show wagon aromid the country. 
That was the beginning of the Blngllng Brothers' 
Shows, for the Ave brothers were soon aligned. 
The Boowa Increased so rapidly that the Blngllng 
Brothers gradually absorbed the Jack Bobmson 
Circus, the Forepaugh-Sells Show, and finally the 
Bamum & Bailey outfit In 1907. 

Mr. Blngllng did much In his lifetime for Bara- 
boo, where he lived, and which he never forgot. 
In 1914 he presented the City of Baraboo with a 
theatre costing $100,000. It Is estimated that be 
made more than a mlllloa dollars In the clrcna 
business.

JOSEPH HVHPHT. 

Joseph Murphy (Wm. I^wrence Muii>hy), 
Cairious for many years as an Irish comedian, died 
In this city, Dec. 31 suddenly, from pneumonia. 

Mr. Murphy was bom In Brooklyn, N. X. May 
16. The year Is given In press dispatches as 18S2, 
which Is probatny correct, thougn for years It 
was given publicly as 1830. 

In his boyhood days he worked as a blacksmith 
In Brooklyn, but emigrated to OaJIfornla In the 
early 50's. 

He was cook on a steamboat on the Sacramento 
Blver, and while thus employed made bis first 

Salr of bones. Subsequently, and for many years 
e was recognized as one ot the forenujat "Doae* 
specialists in minstrelsy. 

In 1858 lie was a member of the CallfoTnla U!n- 
Etrcls In San Francisco. Two years later he and 
tbe lamented Billy Birch headed their own mln 
acTcl company. In 1464 Murphy and Waltet Bnj 
also bad a burnt cork troupe. 

About the first of March. 18S5, Cotton A Murphy's 
Minstrels was organized and opened at Fall Blvcr. 
Ma9S. 

This company was composed of ]oe Mnrphy, Ben 
Cotton. Ben Cotton Jr. (afterwards Wayne, Lovely. 
Cotton and Blrdue), John Crosher. Joan Murphy. 
Frank Campbell, 'n. H. Lewis (Wm. Henry Bfcei 
and an Instrumental quartette, comprising Blum, 
Parker, Koehber an<l Clarendon. The manager was 
tbc late W. H. Smith, of St. Louis who also iiat 
In the middle. John Smith, a brother of tbt- <attcr, 
acted a« agent, and so Cor as known, Is tbe only 
one living to-day of the members that foriLuo the 
company fifty years ago. 

When Bryant's Minstrels left Mechanics- Hall. 
In this city, In 1800, after their nine years 
tenancy, they played In San Francisco the tol 
lowing year, and Mr. Murphy appeared there with 
him. Later he was with tbe Morris Bros.. Pell and 
Tiowt)ridge Co., In Boston, and la New York, April 
20, 1868. Joined Kelly A Leon's company at Hope 
Chapel, 720 Broadway. In 1800 Mr. Murphy and 
the late John A. Mack (died Jan. 23. 1870) organ- 
Izi-d Murphy it Mack's Minstrels. 

in this city. May 8. 1871, Mr. Murphy made lill 
debut as a legitimate actor In the play of "Help," 
In which he Impersonated several dharacters. A 
few years later "Sbaun Bhue" and "Kerry Gow" 
wore produced, and were wonderfully successcul 
tor nanr years ; especially the latter. About 
1890 "The Donogh'' was put on, but n«ver had 
any vogue. 

Mr. Murphy was accredited with hcint; one ot 
the richest, If not the richest, actor In the world. 

Ho was twice married. Ills first wife. Martha 
Shattudc, he was wedded to aibout 1804. She dJed 
i^evcral years ago. Nov. 11, 1000, at San Antonio, 
Tex., he married May Flrmler, an actress, who 
survives him. 

Mr. Kturphy retired from active theatricals about 
a dozen years ago. E. Leroy Bice.

No loneer can the New Tork 
producer, who achieved a tremendons hit at one of 
the metropolitan theatres "with a new play and 
One cast, organize half a dozen cheap companies 
of Incompetent playera and scatter them broadcast 
thioii^ the land, raking In the dollars on the 
strength of the wide-spread comment aroosed hy 
the original production. 



"Ofl coarse, this haa worked disastrous for a 
certain element of the theatrical profession. It 
has been . a serlons matter for actors of Inferior 
obHlty, and for those managers whose one idea 
of their business was to make a killing "With a play 
In one season, a clean up, one grand sweep of 
every possible dollar. Bnt, after all, these are the 
least desirable elements In tbc business, and It wUl 
he Just as well when they retumi to the more pr^ 
ealc occupations for which Uiey are fitted. 



"Bnt to attempt to argoa that motion pletnns 
Itava seriously affected tha stace In Its highest and 
truest aspect la absnni. This la a boom season 
throughout the country. Uotlon picture houses 
are swamped with patrons, and yet there has been 
no wortby play or musical entertainment staged 
this season that has not met with prompt and sab- 
fltanUal support on the part of the public. Good 
plays, well presented, do not fall to-day any more 
often, than before the motlcHi picture was Invented. 
It la merely that the motion pictures have taught 
the public rot to waste its money on inferior the- 
atrical attractions. 

"As for the fntore of the motion irtctores, I do 
^ot consider myself enou^ of a prophet to at- 
tbfflpt a forecast. But If I have, at any time, a 
vision of what the future development of this 
great indoatry will bring. It Is this. 1 look for a 
tremendous advancement In the educational aspect 
of the motion picture. There ie no Umlt to the 
Fcsslbllities of motion ifliotogTaphy In the way 
of disseminating knowledge Is. a form fflwrlnwtliig 
'^0 tbc young and old. 



"I also can conceive the day when t3ie motVm 
picture OS a distributor of news will run the dally 
paper a close race In popular favor. 

"In the realm of the drama, the motion picture 
Industry haa 'only scratched the surface' of Its 
possibilities. Thousands of Ingcnlons minds are 
concentrating nigbt and day upui mechanical and 
artistic Improvemets, and the great writers of fic- 
tion and drama are Jost beginning to realize Qiat 
In motion pictures llee a great and fertile fleU tee 
their hnaglnatlan and creative pomr.

IBOTIB BBlAIiISM A LITTLE TOO TITID 
FOR BICHUAN. 

"lb be within flfty feet of an exploding charge 
of dynamite and black powder sulBclent to blow a 
hnndred foot yacht to splinters was the experience 
I bad iccently," sa/a Charles lUchman, the Ylts- 
gncph '^ayer. In relating an Incident In the filming 
of "The Bnrprlses of an Empty Hotel," under the 
dlractloa of Theodore Uarston for the Vltagraph 
Company. The yacht In question was the Wau- 
iBord, formerly the property of a New Tork mll- 
llonalre^ and the winner of two races to Bermuda. 

"I never spent such tense momenta in my life. 
There we were sitting in a launch hut a stone's 
throw away from this yacht in whose hold was 
oKni^ explosives to — ^we knew not what. 

"Under ordinary circumstances we could have 
viewed the scene from a distance and later cool<1 
have Balled into the wreckage and completed that 
IMrt of the picture, but it waa figured that by the 
time the launch could reach the wreckage from a 
safe distance the debris would have been swept 
away and the smoke would have cleared off. 

"Not knowing what would happen, we screened 
onr heads with Improvised ^elds of barrel heada 
and waited wltii hated breath until Director Mars- 
ton gave the slgnaL The dynamite tailed to es- 
plode the first time, some of tho wires had become 
tangled. 

"Iliere Is not enough money In the world to 
have Indaeed me to go aboard that yacht with 
that deadly diarge of dynamite waiting for the 
spark to set It off. Herman Rottjer, the Tltagraph 
explosive man, Iwarded the yacht as nonchalantly 
as thou^ he were going to lunch, and straightened 
out the tangled wires. 

"Again w« held our breaths and sat with eyes 
glued to the handsome yacht rldkig on the waves 
before us. Again Marston gave the signal. 

'^ere was a terrific explosion, and the yacht 
■ecmed to fall apart and dissolve itself Into a 
huge colonm of splinters. It was fortunate for 
ns that there waa so much dynamite nsed, for 
none of the missiles that struck onr shields was 
large enoo^ tc do any damage. Before the rabi 
of debris had stopped and the smoke had cleared 
away, onr launch headed to the spot where the 
yacht had been, and we completed the picture. 

"It will be small wonder If our acting on the 
screen does not shorw the relief we felt at cimilng 
uuBcathed throogh as thrlUIn* an experience as I 
ever want to have."

WORLD FILM TO O'PES STUDIO IN CUBA. 

With the announcement of the departure at an 
early date of Clara Kimball Young and company 
for Cuba comes the news that Lewis J. Selznick. 
vice president and general manager of the World 
Flfan Coriwratloo, bus complrtrd plans for tho 
establishment In that Island of a great studio and 
general picture plant to be known as the World 
FUm's tropical annex. 

Negotiations have been dosed for the long lease 
of laise sections of land near Santiago and the 
Dykerl mbie district. The property' dndudes long 
stretches of sea cosst, many acres of dense Jnugle 
and cane fields, and every possible variety of trop- 
ical settings. The sea coast included In the World 
FUm holdings, ranges from flat, sandy beaches to 
cliffs of the most rugged and massive character. 
At points along the sea front the full force of the 
Atlantic sweeps in majestically In great rollers of 
gieoi and white, while at other pohits are quiet 
lagoons of still water many feet deep, but so trans- 
lucent as to permit the taking of motion pictures 
from above, hi whiirh tbe figures of divers and 
submerged wrecks can plainly be setB. 

"It haa long been a pet project of afaw to estalv 
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llsh a tit^lcal oooez for our studios." said Mr. 
Selznick, In announcing the new plan. "Uany pic- 
tures involve scenes of a tropical character, and, 
in addition, It li Impossible to take the exteriors 
of any picture during the Winter months in this 
climate, except those demanding Just such settlnus 
as we have here. I feel that the cost of sending 
companies especially to California and Florida, 
and transporting them back to Fort Lee to com- 
plete the Interiors of their pictures could be great- 
ly reduced by establishing a permanent place In a 
cUmate permitting work of all kinds throogboot 
our Winter months, 

"We secured the lease to the Cuban property at 
a remarkably low figure, and the arcbltectuml 
plans for the studio and living quarters for tbe 
company and working force have been pass«4 
npon. The work of constnictlon will begin this 
month. It Is our purpose to use the Cuban studio 
for mony of our Winter productions. It will be 
large enough to accommodate at least three com- 
panies at a time. On our property are loeation.<a 
available for almost every sort of scenle environ- 
ment, from mountains to sandy beaches. 

"Before closing with tbe Cuban property own- 
ers, our scouts visited Jamaica, but found con- 
ditions there Impossible for tbe proper and prompt 
production of motion pictures. Aside from the 
cllmotlc obstacles, such as the frequency of vio- 
lent storms and peculiar atmospheric conditions, 
that has a tendency to befog the film, the severu 
restrictions of tbe British Qovernment since tbc 
war began has so hampered one of tbe producing 
concerns now attempting to complete a picture In 
Jamaica that we quickly decldtid In favor of Cuba."

145 
North Clark Street Js a beehive of pnbllahera, and 
houses such arms as J. W. Stem & Co., La Sal's 
iMuslcCo. (Abe Olman), Leo. Feist Co., Roger Gra- 
ham and May HIU (who are bnlldlng np a line 
bu^ess), and many others. 

rrhe Ealmar & Puck and Abraras Co. offlcea are 
dark, so I supi>ose they closed up. Met Tommy 
Qulgley, the Wltmark man, breezhig along, and 
genial Bocco Vocco, Feist's malnstayi and Max 
Stone, Stem's able lieutenant,- all with the glad 
hand and optimistic talk. This Is a great masic 
town, and a wonderful field for a few live wlreR, 
and tbo boys I mention seem, to be "It" Joe 
Morris has a little fellow, Eastwood by name, who 
Ib dolns; great work for him. Saw Ed. Van AU 
ptyne, looking hale and hearty, and oh, so young, 
AI. 'Wohlman and EXL Morton, those two master 
song singers, "helloed" me, and Bart Green, Irene 
Frsnklln. BallarJ McDonald, Jlmmle Hnssey, Ben 
Welch, Marvin Lee, Leo Carlllo, Ed. Carney (used 
to be with Bemlck), and dozens of others, all wore 
a smile. 

The show this week at the Palace is "vandcvllle 
perfection," if there is such a thing, and as Phil 
Howard, the Stage manager, said: "There's not a 
flop on the bill." Oarry Singer Is manager, and 
In bis quiet, nnaesuraing way. makes things mov« 
smoothly.

I'o going to llnd out wbst that tunc 
Is before I leave town, which will be Snnday, as 
we play the Temple Theatre, DettoK, next week.

'We are vielted again* after a comparatively long 
aljsence, by la grippe.. Up untn a few days ago, 
two hnndred thousand cases have been reported 
throncbout the country. Just think of 't— two 
hundred thousand cases 1 All over this blessed 
stfii,- from Coast to Coast, and from .the gu'r to 
tKe Canadian line, la onppe Has tigntcned tta 
gtlp oa a "grlppy" populatfon. - . 

• Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago Kansas City, and 
other centres of populaUon have been unnlerol- 
fully- attacked by the disease. During my stay m 
New ■ York (Christmas week) I learned that a 
sort of grip haa just been developing .l£ tJli' 
tfreat mefropolla At the present- writing the dis- 
ease Is on the Increase and spreading with violent 
idflldlty. 

Ton often hear people say: "Grip Is 
onencet. Take a dose of such-andnnch and y<wr 
arlp Is gone." Such statements are fallaclons. . To 
disprove snch contentions the Department, or 
Health of the City of Chicago received repoMa 
of death cases from la arlppe numMnng Blty- 
OBven, last week; thirty, the week before: and no 
one ^ows as yet what the death-toU will be this 
week : from this "non-sequential" malady. 

It seems that the trouble starU in large dues, 
antt- thence spreads to rural cooununttlea. a re- 
pdCt' hearing out this statement haa been Issued ny 
Burgeon-General Blue. 

The;peCTJllar part la- that while medicine ao- 
Tsnced 'tremendously In the last decade, epidemics 
have' been rootW out, annihilated. If you please, 
not nitich had been ' accomplished In reference to 
■tlMreSlBlon of lo orlppe. let, eclentlsto the world 
omfi are working hard In an endeavor to stamp, 
odt-the- malady; In time. 1 have all reason to be- 
lieve, -I this will be accomplished. But, the present 
Jntere'sta ns. -for we sre suffering now. Suitermg 
liilm&nlty cares not about what will be, but wants 
r<Hcf-now, and Justly so. When offlclals of our 
Eovernment receive dispatches such as follow, they 
naturally are alarmed and endeavor to do !»)mfi-

It IB an easy matter for the well-to-do to take 
care of themselves when afflicted with grirp. Uow 
atont the roaming performer? Uow about hun 



or her wlio have to "go on" despite the Illness or 
what not? I shall outline '-he essential features 
rigardlng the treatment of this condition. 

Prevention Is pre-eminent. Robust Individuals, 
and persons who are not subjected to ezoosslve 
wear and tear, stand the disease better tban the 
very young, the aged and the physically weak. I 
runnot urge too much the necessity of golnic to bed 
at oDc«. • It is true thmt thl^ Ui extremely hard 
with the' performer, bat It Ic by far the hotter 
thing to get .to bed for a d.iy or two than to 
court pneumonia and other. rompUcatlons, tnd be 
la!d np tndeflnltely. Remember, however slight 
your symptoms may he during an attack of grip, 
GET TO BED. Since no sped Ac vaccine or serum 
hss as yet been discovered that will counteract the 
effects of the Influenza poison, the treatment la 
necessarily symptomatle. 

Let your windows be wide open while you cover 
up well. For the aches and ipalns the British 
I'oarmacopla prepares an ammonlated tincture of 
quinine, of which a teaspoonful taken every four 
or flis hours renders excellent service. In Rngland. 
this Is easily obtained. In Aa-.erica this prepara- 
tion has to .be made up by the druggist. Wherever 
obtainable It la wise to fake It. 

The bowel action must be free. It dDCS not 
matter by what means you open the bowel, but 
opem It must be. A' tablet of aspirin (five gra'ns) 
every two hours until ' free perspiration ensJes, Is 
advisable. Should weakness, falntness and palpi- 
tation of .the heart be manifest, stop the aspirin. 
Oreaslonaily one meets indlvldnals who cannot 
tolerate aspirin well. 

There Is a common practice among lay oeople, 
to take hot hatha for to ffrippc. This, as a routine 
measurei Is absolutely wrong. The heart In often 
nffected by the Influenza poison, and hot baths 
only add to weakness and may sometimes be fol- 
lowed by disastrous results. If the fever H very 
h!gh, sponging the entire body with cold water Is 
by far the better practice. This sponging xboald 
be continued evetr tbree hours until the tempera- 
ture Is reduced. If weskness Is felt, strong coffee 
Is my favorite remedy. Wherever possible, a p>X3l- 
clan should be on the case. In small places where 
you cannot get a doctor conveniently, the knowl- 
edge of bow -to do the right thing will coate In 
handy. 

Another point of htnortance. Yoa will recall 
Instances where a performer has tho srlp 'and. 
mtngltng with other artists In dressing rooms and 
hotels, a chain of cases will pop np. This Is dne 
to direct transmission of the grip germs from one 
ludlvldual to anoUier by smeezlng, cough'ng or 
coming In contact with the discharges of the nose 
or month from afflicted Indlvliluals. It Is. there- 
fore, good practice to keep away from victims of 
la arlppe as much as possible. 

The complications following the grip are many 
And varied. Even the mildest attack of the 
trouble may culminate in serlons disease. It is 
therefore well to recard the onset of every n-se 
'With ensplclon, and to treat It right from the he- 
fclnnlng. If you can discuss these topics w'.th 
other performers who do not know as much as 
yon do about the disease, do so by all means. It 
Is taiowledge worth disseminating and splendid 
food for debate.

stop alcohol, the sooner the better. Coffee Is ajso 
tad for such conditions. An o;Tt of door existence 
w.ithont exertion does a great deal of - good. Do ' 
not overload your stomach. Have your Itrcr es- 
amtned, say about once every four months, and the 
doctor will tell you what th<? state of affairs Is. 
Have one physician look after you — Uie on.- who 
first commenced treatment. It la the better policy.

Tliat elusive phantom called "success" swooped 
down with full force on "Sybil" on Monday night, 
and nnless we are very much mistaken it will 
draw crowded houses for many months to come, 
for not only Is It one of tbe most charming of 
musical plays, it Is slso one of the most tuneful. 
Add to this tbe services ot Donald Brian, Jul'a 
Sanderson and Joseph Cawthom, a trio of artists 
Who would drbw even with a poor vehicle. 

"Sybil" is a musical play out of tbe ordinary. 
In the flrst place. It tells, a story that mna 
throogbont the piece, and a pretty love story It is. 
Secondly, It has some of the most delightful mel- 
odies it has been our good fortune to listen to 1<1 
a long time. The score is tho work of Victor 
Jacobl, a composer from Budapest. His maslc in 
"Sybil" places litm In the very front rank of com- 
posers, and hlR future work win Ond a ready 
market in America. To mention the musical hits 
be has wrltt<!U is to name here every song, duet 
and melody in the piece, and it is a dllBcult task 
to same the tune which was best liked by the flrst 
audience. A stirring martial air Is "Tbe Colonel 
of the Crimson Hussars," ond a duct of exqiilsUo 
charm and melody is "Lift Tour Eyes to Mine." 
"When Cupid Calls" has a most tunttul swing, 
and "I Like the Boys" Is one of the best numbers 
ever heard in a musical play. Mr. Jacobl may be 
well pleased with the reception accorded his work. 

The book and lyrlca are exceedingly clever, and 
to Harry Graham and Harry B. Smith, who pre- 
pared It for the American stage. Is due much 
credit 

The stor;- has to do with Sybil, a prima, donna, 
wlio Is purscod by her sweetheart, who desert? 
from his reglmnrt on her account. Ho overtaken 
Sybil at a ho:cl in a email Hussion city, where 
preparations are being made for the entertainment 
of a Grand Duchess. When he is arrested for 
desertion, Sybil popes as the Grand Duchess, whose 
arrival Is delayed. She commands the relesse of 
Uie young officer, and Is obeyed. But to carry out 
tbe Impostures tucccssfully she is forced to at- 
tend a rec'.-ption given in the Duchess' honor. Here 
she is confronted t>y the Grand Duke, who un- 
expectedly arrives, and who Is not averse to a 
flirtation "with a new wife." But the real Duchess 
appears on the scene. Intent cm repaying the Duko 
in his own coin by flirting with the deserting 
clBcer. In the end the Orand Duko pardons the 
officer and turns him over to Sybil's care, while 
he and the Grand Duchess "kiss and make up." 

Julia Senderson has tie title role and scored 
a great personal success. Her singing voice has 
improved greatly since last we heard her, and she 
dances as gracefully as ever. Several of the best 
numbers in the piece fall to her, and she rendered 
them capitally. She makes her first eitrance early 
in Uie play, and Is an the stage almost continu- 
ally, IhOS aiding greatly In making the evening a 
pleasant one for the spectator. 

Joseph Cawthom, as usual, furnishes the com- 
edy, and as Otto Spreckles, an intpresarlo, be was 
exceedingly fnnny; in fact, he was never funnier. 
He la one^of tho few finny men vtho does not re- 
cort to caricature or grotesqneness oif make-up to 
get laa^s. He has tbe funniest song heard in 
years, "called "I Can . Dance Wltb E>verybody But 
My' Wife!" of which tbe audience could not get 
enough.

Perhaps it was sentknehtal .consldemtlon that 
led the powers In; control . of the Bandolph Build- 
ing, Chicago, to permit the white lettered title, 
'TTheodore Morse Mode Co.," to remain «n the 
bay window of the sixth floor — Just opposite the 
end of .the hall where the Feist forces grind oat 
their many hits. Perhaps it was neglect. Bat. 
whatever the reason, ' it Is, nevertheless, a fact 
that the name atUl embellishes the window at a 
time when the esteemed composer of hits that last 
returns to the "Windy City" with hlis biggest hit — 
and one of the biggest hits of the year — 
"M-O-T-H-B-H." 

Next door to the bnildlng that used to' house the 
Theodore Morse Mnslc Company, Theodore Morse, 
himself (not mnch older than he used to be, in 
appearance), made the bit of his life at the Palace 
Music Hall last week. It was a unique trlomph — 
the kind that an old timer likes best. For Theo- 
dore's name was not displayed In electric lights, 
his picture did not adorn the lobby — his name 
didn't even appear on the program — but he was 
one of the distinct hits of the bill, nevertheless.- 

Here's how It all came about. George MacFar- 
lane, the well beloved baritone, occupied a stellar 
place on the bill. When he appeared a stout, 
round faced, little fellow crept to the piano almost 
noiselessly and acted aa accompanist. George rang 
several songs, and delivered many interesting, 
stories, while few In the audience recognized, in 
- the. chap at the keys, the melody end of the old 
Madden and Morse .team, responsible for hits like 
"Blue Bell,** "Cocoannt Tree"' and no end of 
' monkey 'songs, from those long since - forgotten 
down to the stUl remembered "Down in Jungle- 
town.*' Then MagFarlane announced that he 
would sing a new song from the pen of the man 
who wrote "Blue Bell" and "Dear Old Girl," and, 
pointing to the piano, said : "The composer of 
these songs and 'M-O'T-H-B-B,' Theodore Morse, 
is with us to-day." Judging, by the stoim of ap- 
plause that greeted the remark, everybody in the 
audience remembered 'Theodore Morse and his fa- 
mous songs. The ovation the venerable composer 
received seemed like a benediction from the audi- 
rnce. While MacFarlane sang the sweet, sym- 
pathetic song you could have heard a pin drop 
anywhere in the theatre, bat, when he concluded, 
be was met with a storm of appreciative applause 
that proved the biggest received aiiywhere in his 
act, though he followed it with other standard 
numbers that audiences usually like to hear. 

Thla Chicago ovation will long linger with 
Theodore Morse, though he does not cLitm resi- 
dence In the Western city and' has no desire to 
re-establish the office that - once bore his Dame. 
For be Is satisfied to entrust his best efforts to 
the house of Feist — the firm that gave him a 
chance when his traile value as a comi>oser was 
sot BO great as it used to be.

|>erforniance, elicited .such a modest,' unselfish 
Statement, that it is worthy of being quoted in full, 
for It shows why the Palace audience liked the 
man who made a hit "without program mention." 

.'^he 'Mother* song is doing wonderfully well,' 
said the old composer, almost remlnlscently. '%ut,. 
really, I don't deserve much credit for It, because, 
as a matter of fact, Phil Komheiser, Feist's New 
York professional manager, really wrote the song. 
Every day he begged one of the staff lyrielsti to 
prepare a simple, old fashioned "Mother* song, but 
,none of the hoys took him up until Howard John- 
son trotted in a lyric. I'm glad I was given a 
chance at tfae-melody. Bat, leaUy, Komheiser 
deserves aU the credit."

During his recent visit to New Tork, DavU Hoia- 
ley. In an Interview with representatives of the 
trade Jonmals, eollled attentloo to the neceaalty 
of better stories In t3ie films. He pointed oat 
that the theatregoer was growing weary of the 
pictures that had no motive for existence — plcturea 
tBiat neither entertained or e4ueatcd, and served 
no pnrpose except to fulflll pre-arranged schednles. 

VbAt such pictures exist Is becauso producers 
generally. In the past, have given ail their atten- 
tion to production of & plot and UtUe orno thought 
to the plot Itself. Mr. Horaley argucfi that Uiia 
couroe Is wrong. He Ilkeos the constractloo ot 
a motion pictnre to Uta balMlng of a house. Tho 
story Is its fonrdatlon ; all the other phases- 
easts, direction, tedmlcalltlss— are superstmcturo. 
Imitortant. bat not enough so as to take pr<>cedent 
over the fenndatlon — the play. That many pic- 
tures are of negligible quality Is because the re- 
verse method was adopted In their making. 

At the time Mx. Horaley ventured the rema>4«, 
the sense of which ts set down In the foreso'^i;

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FEAR AS A aUSE OF DISEASE

It Is an «9ta)>llstied fact that fear plaTs no amali 
rale In the causation of morbid conmtlona of mind 
and body. It baa uodcrmtned Innumerable nerrons 
•ystems, and the end results were, in such cases, 
anything but desirable. Prom atmple neirTOOsnesa 
to complete loss of m«ntal function bas been 
known to be caused by frlgbt more or less se- 
Tere. Tbe degree of the sbock inflicted to a 
person frigbtened, togetb-.T-wlUx lndlylduBl mscei>- 
ttt>mty play an Important role in determining tb« 
effect ' . 

Chorea, a Tery implaaoast uerreas AsMM, 
occurring In rbndren. Is often causal by fright. 
Dr. Strange believes that trlgbt may operate la 
two wa^E In rauslog tbia disease— sudden and 
slowly — conrtlnaous. There Is . a kind of fear or 
fright to which children ftte eiposed for great 
periods of time, in-temnered parents, especially 
me motber, may keep a cntld in peii>ctual treplda- 
ticm and dread of punishment for nnsToldabte dis- 
asters. Again, the coming home of a dranken 
father must often be a source of continued terror 
to a delicate and sensitive gin. Gboot storlea 
and foolish threats of "Old Bogles," and the like, 
so constantly used by ignorant mothent and nurses, 
nretl only to be mentioned to be severely repro- 
bated. 

The same principle applies to tbe Shattered 
iiervous equilibrium often obserred among stage 
people, tho. result of fear to fall to picaaa. Many 
on actor or actress, capable beyond doubt, "flop- 
ped" because of fear. The element of fear Is 

freat tn the life of an artlsit. There are B-y many 
actors that are contributory to its existence. 
A gruffy stage manager, the "roasting vamplr«" 
(tbe tdllow, Who no matter bow gooa tou may 
be win "pan" you if no od. In forthcoming), the 
great stress of the thought that "I mutt make 
good,'.' have only too often shattered the nopea 
and ambitions of truly able debutanta on the stare 
and splendid actors. Tbis recs-lla to my mind 
poor Claudlne. who was so frli^tened by a noo-. 
acrupulous solicitor that she sulfered a nervous 
breakdown, from which she only gradually re- 
covered, ood is sow wen and a prominent - per- 
former. 

Of course, individuals tempered by experience 
and time do not suffer from the effects of fright. 
Yet, by a self-anslysls. even the calloused Individual 
will recall., at some time or other during his ca- 
reer, a nervous - disorder, perhaps transitory, that 
resulted from being frightened. 

To thl physician this Is a scr'ous problem, for 
he meets nervous wre'rks. choreics, nonmsthenlc^ 
mental ofaerrants ond other abnormities which are 
tbe -direct result of fear. 

While .fear undoubtedly ..exercised Its baneful In- 
fluences on the human system, ' It In, In . a sense, 
essential to prcMrvatlon. An editorial comment In 
American tleilcine expressed" the following vlewa 
on the quesatlon : "That tear la a potent factor In 
producing abncxmal conditions, or at least in ae- 



centaatlnjc the baneful effects of dlaeaae, la a fact 
eatabllahed bejond controversy, yet In spite of its 
harmfol tendeneleo. fear In some respeeta la a 
beneflclent force, beneflclent In that had we not been 
possessed of fear, self preservation would not be 
the moving impulse It ever had been and Is to-day 
In oor lite: without fear the bnman race woola 
probatrty have :icrlShed: Courage and fear are anti- 
thetical : courage Incites to extmetlon, fear t« self- 
preservation. We believe courage rarely, if ever, 
exiats without fear. Such a mental eondltlon, 
alone and unchecked bv the caution naturally en- 
gcsidered by fear, would have prevented the sur- 
Tival of mankind aa well as all other forms ot 
animal life." 

A morbid fear of disease contrltrates largely to 
an unbalanced mentality ; It disarranges the bodily 
tnnctlons, to be followed later by organic dlssoln* 
tlon. The psychopathic believes himself oCIctcd 
with some Incurable physical malady, such as car- 
dlae trouble , or tutiercnioais ; the psychonearotlc 
that he is on the verge of Insanity. 

Bldis writes that the main source of paretic 
patbic dlKeoses Is the Instinct of fear with its ban» 
Tul manifestations of anxiety, anguish and worry. 
Darwin writes that "If we expect to suffer we are 
■nxloua." James regards "anxiety as morbid 
fear." Bain, "The nnxlous condition of mind, a 
sort of diffused terror." In other worda, eondudes 
flldls, "anxiety Is nothing else but the working ot 
the Instinct of fear." ItellgtouB, social and moral 
lapses are superstitions associated with appreben- 
tfon- of. threatening Impending evil, ba^ed on the 
tear Instinct, form the germs of psychopathic af- 
fections. 

Tliere Is a great deal of evidence of which e vay 
: physician Is cognizant that fear hss a tremendoua 
Innuence for evil and pbyaloal ataormaUly. The 
pbychic sboA Is often out ot all proportions. I 
remember the case of a rabbi who entered, some 
'time ago, a prominent Chicago hoapltal to have his 
tonalli renMTPd. The surgeon who waa to opereto 
upon him was a man ot high pivtenlonal stantW 
log and of great ability. The pstlent was seated 
in a chair, but his agitation was very marked. 
The doctor explained to bim that the operation was 
very simple, and that be would be all right In a 
short time.. .Cocaine was Injected to render the 
operation patnlesa, and -no general anesthetic was 
given.. Tbe doctor left tbe room for a few momenta, 
and when he returned ho found the patient dead. 
' Fear had killed blm : He was of an Impressionable 
nature and the effect fear had upon him bad un- 
doubtedly checked bis heart action. I was told of 
this Incident by a neurologist of high standing In 
this ;lty, when tbe discussion drifted to "fear and 
Its effects." 

Even the layman can often. If he observes nat- 
ters eloselv. watoh the baneful effects ot fear. 
What Is the remedy? If we could inculcate the 
princlplea of ««'If-conti«l Into tbe minds, ot those 
who depend upon us for guidance, there wonld t>e 
no such thing aa "stage fright," and the endless 
train of dlsesse restutlhv' from fear could ba 

f reatly minimized at least Exercise- of - selt-eon- 
rol, proper education and the development of a 
soond nervous system will tend towaxd tlia de- 
aired goal.

Eugene Walter's new drama, "Jnst a Woman," 
after a successful month's engagement in Doeton. ' 
was shown at the Forty-eighth Street on Monday 
night, and 'scored a snccess. 

It is splendidly written, and constmcted. The 
theme Is not entlrr.y new, for it reminds Ub at 
tiitaeB, ol "n>e Governor's I^dy" and "Th» LaAy 
from Oklahoma," but Mir. Walter has bandied it 
from a new and unique angle with a complete su"- 
prlsa at the climax of the third act. Tho iflay u 
Intensely dramatic, with a big huanan appeal. Of 
comedy there is sot a line. 

In the flrat act are seen €he veranda of the 
boarding house of Mr. and Mrs. James Stanley, 
OTedookinc the mills of a qteel company. Jfan Is 
employed In the mills, and he and his 'wife, Anna, 
by hard work and many privations have eucceeded 
In aaviag. quite a coaslderable amount of money. 
'With the money they finance the Invention of a 
fellow wortanan, and they ail become rich. Wealth, 
however, has brought no happiness to tlie woman, 
/for her hnabaod, now a prominent and Influent to i 
steel magnate, has grown tired of her and has 
tgkea up with ansther woman. The liu4>and even 
goes so far as to employ an unscrninaoDs'Ia'wyeifand 
dctectiv^ to trcmp up chargea against her, and at 
Iicr trial l!or ad'ufteiy she refuses to speak In her 
defense, when the judge telle h^ that. Inasmuch 
aa she refused to testify, and that In Itself must 
be oomaidered a conXeaslon el hei guilty he woui4 
grant the huBbaod a decree ot absolute divorce, 
ahe stlU remains silent. But when she learns that 
the husband will also get the child she, in order 
to keep her little son, declares that the buabsnd 
Is not the father of the child. The judge, cod- 
vlnced. that she ia trying to save her child, accnsi-s 
the htisband. Ills lawyer and his witnesses of con- 
spiracy and perjury, has them all Indicted, aave, of 
course, the tinhappy woman. 

The play ends with an epilogue showing a little 
home In tbe tilUs near Pittsburgh, with the wife 
and her son, now fourteen years old, awaiting tbe 
arrival of the father from prison. She forgives 
Um and they start life all over again. 

Josephine 'Victor, one of the lieat of our younger 
dramatic aetTcsces, waa cast for the role of Mrs. 
Stanley, and gave a performance of high artist'-: 
merit. She acted with a simplicity and restraint 
seldom seen on our stage. In the scene where she 
swears that her husband Is not the father of her 
chUd she rose to great dramatic heights. Miss 
'Victor, in short, scored the biggest hit of her 
career. 

Walter Hampden, as the husband, played hla 
thankless role wltb fervor and dramatic power. 
He made the character at aA tfanes a oornms tiding 
figure. I 

Wa'ter 'Wilson, as the Judge, appeared only ia '■ 
the third act, tnit Us perf«nnance la one of rare 
excellence. It Is not easily forgotten.

I am here to perform a duty which the Industry 
•wet not only to itself, but to the public at large. 
That duty la to see to It, eo far as In my power, 
that the American public does not nntblnklngly 
step back Into the tyranny of the lUddle Ages, and 
the resnltlnc darkness 

Tbe medium ot thooght transmlsalon are by word 
of month, -writing, printing, painting, drawing, 
sculpture, song and the moving picture. 

Beiduse of tbe principles of American freedom, 
npon which this Clorvernment -was founded, neither 
the editor, sculptor, song writer or pailcter is com- 
pelled to present himself at pcdice headquarters be- 
fore he puhUsbea. On the contrary, his publication 
Is permitted without restraint, and thereafter he 
Is held responsible. 

Why, then, should the motion picture be differ- 
entiated? The picture In motion has become the 
moat effective medium for tbe transmlslon of 
thousbc so far known to tbe world. In fact, there 
seems to be a spirit to resitrlct It and pnnlsh It 
because of its very effectiveness, and because of 
this effectiveness, this power to enllgbtoi educate 
and ertertaln. It Is dally gathering -unto Itself 
thousands of adherats. 

Another reason why the vlctare Is becoming so 
strong with the American public In because those 
engaged In Its Industry have not been sordid, but 
on the contrary, have fully met the public reqitlre- 
nent for morality — in fart, have gone beyond them 
— so that the pirtiire to-day Is educational, not 
only as to the world's great literature, but In the 
Interchange of Ideas -which bring people closer to- 
gether. Just as do tbe telephone, telegraph and the 
rapid tTBCElc. Moreover, vlth few exceptions, the 
pictares cf to-day are strong object lessons, by 
which the morals of the public are raised: rather 
than degraded, and from a standpoint of morality 
are so vastly superior to tbe drama or the grand 
opera or comic opera as not to warrant comparl- 
Ecn. 

Solely by vlrtnre of the merit of Its product, 
this Industry has become tbe fifth largest In this 
coontry. To u?e the vernacular of baseball, there 
are far more motion picture fans than there are 
taseball fans. It being estimated that over ten 
nlUloDB of people dally view the motion pictures. 

Wherever tbe picture ^as been attacked, It la 
seen that such attacks are advocated by very 
small minorities. In some Instances these minor- 
ities have consisted of sAloon keepers who claimed 
that the pictures had become a substantial Injury 
to their bualuess. In ether cases complaints have 
been made by ministers, because they found that 
,8ame of their congregation were attending picture 
exhibitions Instead ot eolng to church. This la 
not hard to understand, for moral lessons can be 
taught so much more effectively through the pic- 
ture than through either the pulpit or the press.

transmission? The very safeguard of our freedom 
la the Ubert of free speedi and free press. How 
csn a picture be differentiated from the press? 
The plclares carry nens more forcefully than thu 
paper. To-day there are some six or seven news 
reels Issued bl-'weelriyi heralding events of Import- 
ance from all over the world. 

And how does legalised censorship work In actual 
practice? In the places where it Is Imposed Tipoii 
the people and npon tlM Industry, ithe conduct of 
the censors demonsteaias coneltislvely that their 
acta are baaed on prejudice and iDtoIerance born 
of Ignorance or upon malice, spite or Jealousy. 



Are we about to step back Into the middle ages, 
when one did cot even dare to let it be known 
that he prayed? 

Are ire to submit ourselves to the conditions 
<>tl«Hng tOHlay In Bassla, -where each newspaper 
mnst hATe stamped npon It the govemmenVa ap- 
proval 1 

1 have heard It aald by eome that they wonld 
restrict the freedom of the press. Many are tbe 
evils of the press, and many are the men that have 
been destroyed wrongfully by the press, but It Is 
bnch better that you or I, or any other Indl- 
Tldnal, be destroyed by the press, than that tbe 
Vrlnclple of the freedom of. the press be tampered 
•with. Bo, too. It la much better that a certain 
number of pictures Justly subject to criticism 
•hould be shown, than that the principle of free 
expression of thought be hampered or restricted. 

Cenacrshlp leads to race and religions prejudice, 
to political influence and corruption of morals. 

Is the United States Constitution to be reversed, 
end are we to live under a government of men, in- 
stead ot under a govannnent of laws? 

Are we not held thoroughly responsible for ou^r 
aota under existing laws? Innumerable : Instances 
can be given to ahow that the manufacturer of 
(Pictures la held thorou^y subject to the la-w. 

Censorship, gentlemeo, will mean tbe rule or tii* 
many by the few. CBead Judge aaynofs decision.)

FINED FOR DUPING KEYSTONES. 

The Triangle-Keystone'a Tigorous campaign 
against the duping of Eeyatone films scored an- 
other substantial victory In tho United States Db- 
trict Court of New York City on Friday, Jan. 14, 
when Abraham George Levi, pleaded guilty, and 
was fined $100 by Jndge Mayer. Levi was the 
first of those Indicted for duping, which constltntea 
a violation of tbe copyright law. Tbe indictments 
followed the raids planned by 'Walter N. SoUgs- 
(berg, and carried out by William H. Moore, In 
which several arrests were made at a Green- 
point duping factory, and many thousand feet of 
pirated fllm'wcre confiscated. 

The Ket!-tone Company prosecuted the offenders 
both civlllj and criminally. They were aided by 
a complete confe.-jslon made by one of Levi's accom- 
plices. All tbe clvU suits against infringers 
brought by the Keystone Company have terminated 
favorably to It. the defendants having settled them 
by the payment of s-ibstontlal damages. In this 
Levi criminal case — tbe first of Its kind under the 
court's Jurisdiction — AssUtant District Attorney 
Content recommended some degree of lenloacy, 
owing to tbe fact that the Indictment Itself bad 
largely put an end to the paretics of duping. He 
stated that the United States attorney was pre- 
pared to entertain and prosecute vigorously any 
similar charge* upon propt-r presentation of proof.

ing them with "boosters" picked np on the street. 

Thim method was aU right In Its time, but the 
leading pobllsheiB of to^y have discarded this 
means of a '^Ing," with the exception of this one 
partld^ar mnale honse. whose professional mana- 
ger has rcaorted to many other naprofeaalonal 
stoats to bring his oonga to the attention of the 
musle-lovlng public. THX Clifpsb will tn future 
Issues mention several of these schemes by. this 
professional manager that will most likely cause 
much commenL 

He has, even at the sacrifice of acts featuring 
his songs, nsed methods that were a disgrace to 
vandevlUe. 

Many acts have been approached by the hired 
men of this music concern, who even have gone 
so far ai to threaten "roasta" In a theatrical 
paper if the act did not take off a song and put 
one on that was published by their firm. 

BeUe Baker, a vandevIUe feature, suffered great- 
ly when she last sfipeared at the Palace, by a 
poorly selected Imndi of songs tha>t were entirely 
unsulted to her toJentsk The story came ont after 
her near "flop" at. her opening on Monday, that 
she liad signed up for a long term with this par- 
ttcolar mnalc honse, and was compeUed to alng any 
(ong nasded her. 

Manager Bhner Bogers^ of the Palace,, is a ea<pa- 
blle man, he must be, or he wouldn't have been 
selected by E. F. Albee to guide the career of 
Amerlcm's greatest vaudeville theatre. 

There Is also no doubt in our minds that he Is 
clerer eoongh to enforce the rules that strictly 
govern a Ugh class vaudeville bouse, and will. In 
time, thin ont the ' hoodlums" that make a prac- 
tice of attending Monday matinees at the Palace 
and clap their hands off whenever the above meo- 
tloned pubUobers' songs are being snng. 

The question toat Is canatng considerable talk 
among mudc men l->, was Sophie Tucker "framed 
np" because she refused to sing a certain song? 

As tar as we are concerned the Incident ;l8 dosed, 
but we leave It to all fair mlodfd professionals to 
Jndgr for themaelves who are the gnUty parties.

Ite, Frank Morrell. "the California Box wltH the 
Golden 'Voice," and Maile Fenton. a star of long 
aitandlng on the Loew circuit, also ocored with her 
beantlfnl gowns and her wonderful songsk 

Bob Hall, "the exteavoraneous twy," made up 
rhymes as he went along; sang aboot the theatre, 
the audience, Marcus Loew. and ' evetythlng tlie 
audience suggested to him. He stayed on the Btagi> 
over forty minutes.

Jan. 22. 

The Majestic Theatre Building, Chicago's most 
heantlfui and most representative "professional" 
edifice, which contains, besides the high class 
vaudeville theatre after which it was named, 
offices devotel to the Interests of big theatrical 
enterprises, was threatened by fire last night. 

The conflogratlon started on the fourteenth 
floor and gained headway alarmingly, but, partly 
because of the fireproof calibre of the building — 
parthly because of rapid action on tho part of tha 
fire department — was speedily checked. 

Fred C. Eberts, manager of the theatre, was 
confronted by the greatest "test of nerve" he has 
faced since taking charge last Spring. With a 
full house, attracted . by the presence of Weber 
and Fields on the bill, and realizing that a panic 
would result In great loss to the Kohl A Castle 
Interests, Eberts successfully implored the firemen 
to make no undue noise, and asked them to rely 
npon chemicals as much as possible. While the fire 
raged on tbe fourteenth floor, the firemen worked 
almost noiselessly, and nobody in the auditorium 
below suspected its presence. 

It Is a noteworthy fact that, though nlne-tentha 
of the building is devoted to theatrical Interests, 
tbe fire bad Its origin in an office unrelated to 
theatricals, for it started In the tailoring shop ot 
Frank B. Einstler A Co. Outside of a smoke odor 
that filled the corridors, the hoildlng appeared, 
absolutely normal to-day, and the many tenants 
of the floors unaifcoted -went about their nsual 
tasks as though nothing had happened.

It BOW has d«TeIop«d Into a qjcstlon as to 
Trhetlier It "was a "wise move made by the leading 
X>abll9hers last year In formlzi^ "The Music Board 
Of Trade." 

With the exception of some three or four music 
firms this organization had for meobersblp every 
publisher of popular music In the country. They 
started off vlth good Intentions, and Just about 
when they seemed to have eliminated a ^reat part 
of their tremendous bardco, all, wltU the exception 
of one or two, announced openly that bereafter 
they Intended to resume paying acts. 

Anothtr question Is, did all of them ically stop 
the pay-nc? 

Gcttlug the services of the "choice acts" to-day 
liaa got down to Almost like an auction sale. The 
performers open the bid with one publisher, and 
then "peddle" their wares around the different 
publlsbsng houses until they strike the highest 
bidder, regardless as to whether the song suits 
ihi'iD o- not, and then close. 

'n'hero docs the music publisher come In, after 
paying <^I1 hla proQts out to have his songs intro- 
duced ? 

There is only one firm, to my knowledge, that 
has been loyal to his promise In not paying acts, 
and this publisher has to-day one of the best 
celling catalogues ever controlled by one house.

'Much h.is been written about the professional 
copy evil, bat this Is an abuse that will never be 
stopped. 

The riason of the "bad business*' can be at- 
tributed to two causes, paying of acts and tbe low 
price of m<ii!lc. There surely must be some remed.v. 

Acts tkpt were getting five or ten dollars before 
the "Board of Trade" was formed arc, to-dey, 
denutLdln? fifteen and twenty dollars a week to 
Introduce a new song, and are getting away 
wtth it.

dneed In the lower branch of Congress, and wb'.ch 
will compel all reataorants and places at amiise- 
nent to pay a royalty, on all mnulcal pieces played, 
tO;:tbe Society of Aothors and Composers. Senator 
Bardwlrk, of Gcoixla Introduced the same bill in 
thr- :senat«, slmoltaneoualy. 

: TTlthOTrt any publicity whatever, and but few of 
the members of the society being aware of sndi a 
bill.

The society has for some time been trying to 
compel restaurants and hotels to pay royalty for 
tbe use of songs and musical compositions, but 
has met with reverses. 

In a test cast recently, Victor Herbert, one of 
the leading members of the Society of Authors 
and Composers, was completely defeated by the 
Sbanley Restaurant Company. 

It ended the strenuous campaign of the authors 
and composers against the restaurants, as far as 
the courts were concerned. 

The proposed amendment follows: 

"Be It enacted by the Senate and House of ReiH 
resentatlves of the United States of An.enca, In Con- 
gress assonbled. That section 62 of the act en- 
titled 'An act to amend and consolidate the Acta 
respecting copyright,* approved March 4. 1009, Is 
hereby amended to read as follows : 

■■Section 02. That In the Interpretation and 
construction of this net 'the date of publication' 
shall. In the case of a work of which copies are 
reproduced for sale or distribution, be held to be 
the earllert date when copies of the flrst author- 
l7.ed edition were placed on sale, sold or publicly 
distributed by the proprietor of .-he copvrl^t. or 
under his authority, and the word 'author shall 
Include an employer In tbe case of works made for 
hlra and the terms 'nubile prformance for profit' 
■hall Include any public perrormsnce In any place 
of - baslnesB operated for gain fboo^ no direct 
pecnnlary charge or admission fee to such itbr- 
lormance Is made unless such performance Is 
Btvem escIoslTely for a religious, charitable, or 
educational purpose."

It is Bamabetta's unhappy life that causes 
Jollet Miller, an elocutionist, to offer herself ae a 
candidate, for, after marrying tbe bnllylng Dreary, 
she Inteoda to send tbe daughter to a. Boston 
school. 

Mlaa Miller, who had cfaanged her name to 
Juliet, soon becomes tbe real head of Che boase. 
Her airs and graces, her hamor and her "high 
brow" convercsitlon, her flashy clothes have awed 
the strange family. Her two Yiilgar stepsons try 
to make life as miserable for her as they and their 
father have made it for Bamabetta, but tbey are 
like clay in her hands. Her authority is unques- 
tioned after she forbids the father to flog Bama- 
betta. In tbe end. Dreary is killed by faUing 
from a roof of a church, and Mra Dreary takes the 
girl rtway to Boston. The play ends with the 
widow getting tbe bulk of tbe fortune left by tbe 
dead man, and Bamabetta, now a cultured and re- 
fined young woman, becomes Uie wife of her ste^ 
mother's lavrrer. 

Mrs. Flske, unqccEtlonably one of onr foremost 
actresses, scored a great personal success as Jollet 
Miller, The role Is tbe best comedy one she has 
bad In years, end she plnyed it brilliantly. Her 
Jollet Mlllei la a stage portrait that will linger 
long in the memory of those fortm'ate enough to 
see It. Marie Tempest, who aat Just twhlnd the 
writer on opening idght Is already making efforts 
to get tbe play for London. 

Next to Mrs. Flske the honors went to Jobn W. 
Cope, who played Bamaby Dreary. His .dialect 
-<««3 excellent. Cope is one of the best character 
actors on onr stage. 

Madeline Detmor, wbom we have sarer aeen be- 
fore, made Bamabetta a most pathetic ilgnre, and 
later, when the role demanded cheerfnhiesa. abe 
was also found adequate. 

John Daly Mnrpby is most amusing as Abel 
Sutrher. B<ybert Stowc Gill, as Jacob Dreary, the 
csodstlcal and xntconth eld<T boo, rather orer- 
■ctcil tbe part 

The rest of the players were aaUsfaetoiy. The 
one scene, tbe living room of BaBialsy, Dreary'* 
home, was -well done. 

The play was staged by Harrison Orey Flske.

"The Cinderella Man" Is a dellehtmi comedy 
with & Etrong vein of whimsical burner and a 
wealth of romance ruDning throughout its four 
well written acts. There is a. subtle touoh In its 
construction and dlalogne, which evidences the 
CamlUarMy of the playwright with the thane in 
fund. 

The play breatbes the spirit of yonthfol a-mbl-. 
tlon, and the most pleasing of love etories has 
been incorporated in the action, which Is developed 
la an atmosphere always convincing end reaU.<)t!c- 
al!y faithful to the phase of life It depicts. 

Morris T. Caner is a grouchy old millionaire who 
has fought his way to the top. Alter amassing 
Us pU? Caner devotes himself to collecting old 
china and similar works of art, and goierally finds 
oolaea In tbe company ol artists, muslolane and 
others possessing the oft discussed artistic tem- 
perament. 

Aa the play </pens -we find Caner surrounded by 
bis bonom Mends, Including tbe family lawyer and 
a sinsidan who has won great fame aa a comiwser. 

His only child, a girl of seventeen or there- 
abouts, Is expected home from the convent, where 
she has been pnrsnlng her studies since tbe death 
of ber mcther, to take her place aa mlstresa of 
tbe Canfcr*bcnBehold. 

The glrj's arrival Is not tbe cause of any great 
joy on the part of Caner, who, although he admits 
be has not seen bis daughter since she was an 
Infant, seems to harbor a grudge against the 
child because of an unforgettable misunderstand- 
ing between himself and his wife during the lat- 
ter's lifetime. 

Natorally the daughter Is left mucb to herself, 
and after d:eposlng of a frankly impecunious and 
mercenary fortnno buntcr who seeks her band, 
and incidentally, as she fathoms quickly, her un- 
limited Inheritance, finds her fate In a poor youth 
Who llvt^ In the nelghborbood. The family law- 
yer mcnticns the youth casually, exciting the girl's 
Interest and curiosity. She makes his acquain- 
tance, of course, speedily, but In a most original 
and unconventional fashion. 

The youug fellow, as the lawyer, explains, la 
a poet bed novelist, and poor because he refused 
to cater to the wishes of a rich old uncle, who was 
not In sympatby with the dlternTy ambitions of 
the boy, and who conseqaaitly left Urn out of his 
win. 

The TAung poet and Idealist, after an acquaint- 
ance, hns been affected with the "poor little rich 
girl." v;hom he thinks, by the way. Is the afore- 
said P. L. B. G.'s maid, applies himself assiduously 
to his lUirary labors and wins a $10,000 prize by 
writing an operatic libretto which tbe mnslciaa 
friend of mwllonaire Caner has caused to be offered 
by his managera. 

After the usual obstacles are overcame In np- 
pro%cd fourth act fasblon, the poor poet wbiB the 
hand of the pseudo maid, who, in a very pretty 
and sentimental scene, discloses her true Identity, 
and presiunably they live happy ever after. 

Shelley Hull !a the etruggUng poet, who, true. to 
tradition, EOffers. privations in a garrcL He 
makes Cbe character absolutely real and lifelike. 
HlB handling of tbe lighter passages is equally aa 
good as bis lovemaklng, which Is indeed senti- 
mentally excellent. 

Phoebe Foster is the rich young lady with a 
jeaming for a companionable and congenial sweet- 
heart. She is daintiness personified, and playa 
with a method that Is at once sincere, anthorl- 
tative and charming in its naturalness. 

Frank Bacon makes a bit of lifeslze propor- 
tions In a Mkeable character role. His perform* 
anee Is artistic to the last degree. 

Theodore Babcock plays a small role In hla 
nsnal ccmmondlng and distinctive manner, and 
Berton Cbnrctalll makes the grouchy old millionaire

It Is aa <U njing that tlie meanest thief Is he 
mtio ateala the child of yonr brains— In odier 
irordB, th« placlarlst. Ana It Is under thip head 
4hat the plAy pirate Is listed. 

By.the enactment of latrs within the past decade 
this thom In the flesh to all producing managers 
has been claaslfled as a cilmlnal. And still be 
persists. Still be Is willing to "take a chance." 

What If one or two of bis brother pirates have 
been canght in the net stretched ont by the law, 
he is stlU uMbaken in bis determination to de' ' 
that law. And, like all other crimes, great and 
email, no matter what the punishment may be 
therefor, play piracy "will cootlnne to exist. 

There Is, bowerer, a way In wtilch It may be 
materially lessened, and that Is by the remoTal of 
the temptation to resort to play piracy which now 
obtains among that class of stock and repertoire 
managers who, to exist at all, must play to cheap 
prices of admission. 

The manager who plays In small towns, which, 
•3 a rnle, have theatres of smaller seating ca- 
pacity than those of the larger places, can not af- 
ford to' pay the ennie ro.Talty as the manager who 
has a stock company In Rochester, Omaha, Albany 
or even a city the size of Elmlra, N. Y. 

It Is not a hardship for stock managers In 
cities of the Drat, se<-ond and even third class to 
pay royalties of recently released "Broadway suc^ 
cesses," ranging anywhere from $300 to $1,500 per 
Treek. Bat for the mannser Ir. the little towns, 
whose gross for the week rarely exceeds $1,500, 
Ihe payicent at any such royalty would be ont of 
the qnestlon. 

And Jnet here Is where he Is tempted. Many of 
lUs patrons have heard of the snccess of "Broad- 
way Jones," "The Vampire," "The Thief," etc. 
They know that such and such a stock companr 
played them in Syrscnse. and ask Mr. Little Man- 
ager why he don't get them. That If he expects 
to hold his patrons he must give them the latest 
plays, not has beens. 

Hr. Little Manager has received pamphlets from 
an agency agreeing to let him have the manuscript 
of any Broadway success for $5 or $10, and Mr. 
.Manager decides to take a cha.nce. He does, and 
gets by. Then he becomes bolder, and Is soon a 
full-fledged play pirate. 

\?hlle It Is unquestionably the right of every 
man to get the Iilgbeat possible price for bU 
wares, tt Is stOI a wise business policy to have his 
wares cover much territory as possible. The 
high royalty can never he paid by the small man- 
•gr and, therefore, by keeping to "one price only" 
liot onlj la the small manager deprived of the 
opportunity of presenting r.ewly released plays to 
his patrons, t>nt the authors and prodncers of aich 
ylay« are deprived of the revenue this outlet would 
give them. 

This conld be adjusted by havlni; a ^dusted 
•cale of royalty. The managers o! the larger com- 
panies paying fan royalty, the small managers 
paying much lesa. Tn this way the temptation to 
"pirate" would be removed from the small man- 
ager. The temptation to make use of the manu- 
scripts "owned" by his staee manager would be 
greatly lessened and the producing •nanager would 
find that he wonld have fewer cases of play piracy 
to prosecute. 

The argament that may he advanced by seme 
managers that a graduated scale would not be fair 
to all and wonld prevent managers in the larger 
cities from paying the top-notch royalty Is not 
sound. The same arrangement exists In vajde- 
▼llle. Managers who are members of the same 
circuit pay their performers llttie more than half 
that paid by their fellow managers, and this has 
been going on for years. If this Is true of vaude- 
Tllle It sniely woald hold good with stock.

doctor's orders were carried out to tjie iet- 
tsr, aiMl sure enough Vivian Improved la the next 
tire days wonderfully well, under this regime, 
aod^ after two more days she was well again. No 
more fever, no more pains, and Vivian once more 
as happy as a lark. 

miey had a talk with the doctor before leaving 
Clerdaad. and he told them that the trouble might 
r^cnr and that sooner or later, should other attacks 
aopervene, the appendix would have to come out. 
Soon they were on their way. Vivian played with 
fcrllllaiicr, as usual, and soun forgot ner painful 
appendix. Two months lapsed. Not a sign of the 
trouble.

If the Ialt.v could only he made to understand 
llie danger they arc courUng when hartrarlng a 
xcbelllous and cranky appendix, and If timely in- 
tervention be instituted, the mortality and mor- 
bidity of this treacherous affection could be greatly 
mlnlml^td. 

Of the causes that are responsible for acute ap- 
pendicitis, the following pl.iy an Important role: 
Heavy urtlng. Injuries to the right side — so com- 
mon to ncrooats and those who do "knockabout 
stunts" — IndLscretions in diet, foreign bodies In 
the intestines, constipation and Iflfcclions. The 
last napied is, of course, the chief criterion, but 
must have n preparatory cause which creates the 
proper soli for the bacterial attack. 

Not long ago an article apprarcd In Ttif. New 
TonK Clippeb, dealing with the chronic form of 
appendicitis- The form of the trouble which we 
are now considering Is the acute. While, In the 
former, the patient has some chance of arranging 
his affairs, and Is at least cognizant of the' ex- 
istence of his allllctlon so that he may do cho 
proper thing nt the proper time. In the latter 
(acute) variety the person Is taken unawares and 
has little time to i>on<Ier over what Is best, and 
what Is best to do under the drcirmstancos. In 
no class of diseases ar.^ the results of procrastina- 
tion RO disastrous as they arc In acute appendicitis. 

It Is well to remember what ron.stltutes the char- 
acteristic group of symptoms ot acute appendix In- 
Tolvmcnt. Of thpse the foMowInc are leading; 
Fain In the right side (colick.v or griping In chn rac- 
ier), fever, moro or less prosounced, nausea ami 
vomiting. 

Do not attempt to "go on'' when yon have tho 
above symptoms. Seek Intelligent counsel. Tcne- 
flt by eiperlencs of Vivian. If no physician Is at 
hand, get to bed, put on Icebsg over the affected 
area (where the pain Is most pronounced) and 
tnlre nothing by month except lluidn. Take no 
cathariicx. An enema of soap-suds Is the proper 
thing to use. A sudden drop of temperature with 
locreascd feeling of sickness Is a dangerous symp- 
tom. Don't offer "home remedy" advice to a 
atrlcken performer suffering with acute appendl'-l- 
tis. You are Incurring a grave responsibility. 
Let someone who is traded carry the burden-

Add to It a quart 
of cold water and ten or twelve drops of dilute 
hydrochloric add and stand in a warm place for 
cn hour: then let it simmer gently for two hours 
more: strain and season with salt and pepper, ir 
desired.

The 
treatment of these cases Js still somewhat unsatls- 
factor.v. Serum treatment Is advised by Dr. Simon 
Kleiner, of the nockefeller Institute, and has of 
late bcoD demonstrated with much success. Dr.- L. 
Fischer has used Kleiner's serum In the bdblea 
ward of the S.vdenham Hospital with most gratify- 
ing results. It must bo kept In mind, however, 
that the disease Is a very serious one and that not 
ell cases can be saved.

These (Jlrections should be fol- 
lowed In cases where tbe grmrth of hairs Is strong, 
moderation Is required wbcrc tbe hairs are very

Owing to the strong opposition totthe Hnghea- 
amlth Bill before the Hoaa« Committee on Bdoca- 
tlon last week, in Washington, by representatives 
ot the motion picture industry, the Sev. Wllber F. 
Clafta, of the Intematlon Reform Bureau, who 
headed the campaign for federal censorship, has 
flubmitted a utrs measure in which the phrase 
'^censorship of' is succeeded by "regulation of." 

The general outline of the Hnghea-Smlth Bill 
"was found to be decidedly unfair owing to the 
fact that it might endanger the existence ot the 
motion picture Industry and caase serious IwislnfHS 
compUcatlona. 

Ohe bill originally prohibited any person, flim 
or corporation from cariTlng or transi>ortlng any 
film In Inter-state commerce unless licensed by a 
commission of five men, to be appointed accord- 
ing to the provlslone ot the measure. 

Last Wednesday night Martin W. tilttleton, ap- 
inarlng for D. W. Grlllltb, said In part: 

"W&at Is an Immoral picture or fllmT Who 
eaa aaawer that question? Hnst that question 
be answered fi>r one hundred million pe<vle by 
ATe men whom they did not choose T 

"Shall the cdocated amneement loving men and 
women ot America call on Congress to answer 
this question, aad then shall Congress In turn leave 
It to a body of five men to answer it?

William Fox has energetically fought the Gen- 
eral Film Co. for so long a time that the outlook 
was far from promising until last month, when it 
became evident that "pMce with honor" would 
Interest Mr. Fox. 

Negotiations were entered Into 1)7 oounsd for 
both Fartlea, and after much btekerlag and time 
the preUminaty agreement wos signed which paved 
the w<>y tor final settlement. 

B«ok In 1908 the General Film Co. had tiilsgs 
IHctty much Its own way, and exhibitors were 
practically forced to run General Film Co.'s pro- 
duct In their theatres or suffer severe financial 
locses. owing to tbe fact that Uie cconpasy con- 
trolled all the patents and fully ntne^ per cent 
ot the film manufactured in America. 

Wm, Fox refused to acrp'lc to the demands of 
the so-called trust,, and resolved to fi{^t, with the 
result that he went to Washington and 'laid before 
Attorney General WIckeraham facts and evidence 
•which tended to prove that tbo Ocaeral FUm Co. 
was a monopoly acting in restralstt ot trade. 

A bitter legal battle ensued until, flnaJly, In Oc- 
tober, lOlB, the Bovenment invoked the Sherman 
Law and decided that the General FUm Co. must 
dlsMlve. 

Under the aEi<eeei]int reccntlr fitgned the Gen- 
eral FUm Co. will fumUh fltan nrrloe to all the 
Fox houses In the future.
